There are no simple lessons in the Colorado massacre 


Heart of darkness 


N THE DAYS and wecks ahead, we may 

learn more about what drove two young 

men in Littleton, Colorado, to go on a 
shooting rampage that left — as reported at 
press time — 15 or 16 dead and more than 20 
wounded. The details of this tragedy are horri- 
fying. But striking, too, is socicty’s compulsive 
need — even when the facts are sketchy — to 
figure out what it all means. 

The casy availability of 
guns, the suspects’ apparent 
admiration for Marilyn Man- 
son and other goth rockers, 
even the birthday of Adolf 
Hitler were all cited as possi- 
ble explanations for a tragedy 
that may, in the end, yicld no 
neat, understandable expla- 
nation. Internet journalist 
and media scold Matt 
Drudge accurately, if taste- 
lessly, lampooncd this futile quest for mean- 
ing with a mock headline: Gay, JOCK-IIATING, 
CONFEDERATE FLAG-WAVING, GOTH ROCK & 
MARILYN MANSON LOVING, WHITE SUPREMACIST, 
FINGERNAIL POLISIT WEARING, HITLER BIRTIIDAY 
CELEBRATING OUTCASTS. 

It is ironic that the Littleton killings took 
place just as the editors of the Phoenix were 
preparing to publish this week’s cover story. In 
“Rebels with a Cause” (News, page 20), Jason 
Gay argucs persuasively that the new gencra- 
tion of teenagers — the “echo boomers” — is 
more thoughtful and responsible than pop-cul- 
ture icons such as Dawson's Creek and Britney 
Spears would suggest. In fact, that was borne 
out by the scriousness with which Columbine 
High School students discussed what had hap- 
pened to them and their classmates with the 
likes of Larry King, Katie Couric, and Ted 
Koppel. But though the state of Teenage 
America may be largely good, it is chillingly 
clear that those who don’t fit in are capable of 
sustaining, and acting upon, a horrific rage. 

Alienation has been a consistent theme of 
adolescence at Icast since the 1950s, when the 


film Rebel Without a Cause gave a voice to 
simmering, inchoate feelings of teenage angst. 
In that sense, Marilyn Manson can be seen as 
this generation's James Dean. Tragically, in a 
culture that celebrates violence, youth rebellion 
in recent years has all too often turned deadly. 

The Littleton shootings were the eighth time 
since 1997 that kids have opened fire at school. 

The United States may not be 
uniquc in this regard — wit- 
ness the shootings in Scotland 
several years ago — but it 
certainly leads the world in 
this type of random violence. 
More than anything, the 
dead suspects, Eric Harris 
and Dylan Klebold, may have 
suffered from a failure of the 
imagination. The Trenchcoat 
Mafia, the loosely organized 
goth gang to which they al- 
legedly belonged, may have been a rclatively 
harmless diversion for most, but for Harris 
and Klebold it apparently became the full ex- 
tent of their existence. Their inability to sce 
beyond the walls of Columbine High School, 
to understand that whatever humiliations they 
suffered at the hands of their peers wouldn’t 
matter in a few ycars, is perhaps the closest 
we're going to get to an explanation of what 
went wrong. A girl who narrowly escaped told 
CNN that onc of the suspects “just put the 
gun in my face and started laughing and say- 
ing it was all because people were mean to him 
last year.” 

Which suggests that, even though there may 
be no sure way of preventing such tragedics in 
the future, there are steps that can be taken. 
The first, of course, is to curb ready access to 
guns. This will be difficult in a political environ- 
ment in which some view cven the semi-tooth- 
less waiting period mandated by the Brady Law 
as a breach of the Second Amendment, but 
surcly there must be some way to prevent kids 
from getting their hands on semi-automatic 
weapons and bringing them to school.

SNAPPISH JUDGMENT 


Christopher Millis’s review of the “Be- 
yond Venus: Women Imagine Beauty” cx- 
hibit at the Whistler House Museum in 
Lowell [“Long Stories,” Arts, March 19] 
singled out the work of one prominent pho- 
tographer to the neglect of most other artists 
in the show. While this photographer's work 
is arresting and insightful, Millis’s virtually 
wholesale dismissal of most of the exhibit 


The second, and far more important, step is 
to identify troubled youths before they lash out. 
It was no secret inside the corridors of 
Columbine High School that at Icast some 
members of the Trenchcoat Mafia were potcn- 
tially dangerous. “They really were dark people. 
There were a lot of jokes that one day they 
might snap or something,” a classmate told 
ABC News. In Massachusetts, progressive pub- 
lic officials have shown that there are preventive 
steps available. As Middlesex district attorncy, 
for instance, Tom Reilly pioneered a program 
known as Community Bascd Justice, in which 
teachers, police, prosecutors, and social work- 
ers meet regularly to discuss troubled students 
and consider ways to reach out to them. Now, 
as attorney gencral, Reilly has proposcd to cx- 
pand this innovative approach statewide. 

It's also important to consider the role par- 
ents play. The young adults who commit 
crimes such as these are clearly moving out 
from under familial thumbs. But that is not to 
say parents don’t share a responsibility, at 
least in some cases, for their actions. The kids 
who did this didn’t just wake up one day and 
decide to shoot their schoolmates. Unlike 
Richard Speck, they weren’t Eagle Scouts. 

Ultimately, though, the Littleton shootings 
can yicld no sweeping meaning or explanation. 
In that spirit, it may be useful to draw an anal- 
ogy with Kosovo. Although there is obviously 
no direct link, both demonstrate humankind’s 
capacity to hate intensely and recklessly. A 
particularly frightening legacy of this century 
is the ability, through modern weaponry and 
communications technology, to translate such 
hate into action. What happencd in Littleton 
on Tuesday, and what continucs to happen in 
Kosovo, is evil — a judgmental word that does 
not fit neatly with our necd to understand, be- 
cause the essence of evil is a mystery. That 
mystery, though, may be useful to contemplate 
as we consider the fate of our specics. =

Fighting gay marriage 


In an early indication that the state may be in for a divisive 
battle over a sensitive social issue, the religious right is 
mounting an organized effort to ban gay marriage in 
Massachusetts. 

A letter written by Matt Daniels, president of the Newton- 
based Massachusetts Family Institute, has been distributed 
statewide to more than 1500 pastors, asking them to rally their 
congregations in support of a bill that would outlaw gay 
marriage (see “Rites and Wrongs,” News, February 26). The 
legislation, introduced in January, will be the subject of a 
May 18 State House 
hearing.

The Massachusetts Family Institute is the local affiliate of 
the Reverend James Dobson’s Focus on the Family, a 
Colorado-based group that claims five million members and 
defines its mission as “helping to preserve traditional values 
and the institution of the family.” The e-mail version of 
Daniels’s letter is accompanied by an introduction from a 
Focus on the Family pastor, H.B. London Jr. 

Daniels’s letter notes that a pending Vermont Supreme 
Court decision on the legality of same-sex marriage could 
have a nationwide impact. “[H]omosexual ‘marriage’ could be 
a reality in Vermont within a few weeks,” Daniels writes. “Such 
a decision would immediately open the floodgates for 
establishing homosexual ‘marriages’ in New England and 
throughout the United States. 

“Not even the Roman Empire — in all its depravity — took 
such a destructive step,” Daniels writes, warning of the 
“disastrous social, moral, and legal fallout” of sanctioned gay 
marriage. 

Gay activists argue that the ability to marry — with its 
numerous social, legal, and financial benefits — is nothing 
less than a civil-rights issue. But Governor Paul Cellucci and 
even many liberal politicians say they oppose legalizing same- 
sex marriage. 

Still, it’s unclear how much support exists for the 
Massachusetts legislature’s bill, which is sponsored by House 
minority leader Francis Marini (R-Hansen) and state 
representative John Rogers (D-Norwood). That’s why the 
bill’s opponents say it’s vital that they meet the right’s 
organization with strong advocacy of their own. 

“We have to take these letters very seriously,” says Joshua 
Friedes, chairperson of the Massachusetts Coalition for the 
Freedom to Marry. “People need to recognize that an agenda 
from out of state is being foisted on the people of 
Massachusetts.”

NATO unleashes DU 


You probably won't find it repeated in USA Today, but foreign wire services reported Wednesday that NATO has confirmed 
that it's using controversial depleted-uranium (DU) munitions against Serbian forces in Kosovo. 

Bullets made with the dense and slightly radioactive metal were first used in the Gulf War, where they proved astonishingly 
effective at ripping through tanks. But critics charge that dust created when the rounds bum up may have caused health 
problems for American soldiers and poisoned the ground in the Middle East. (See “Loose Cannons,” News, April 9.) 

Activists and veterans’ groups who are pushing for a ban on the bullets have wondered since the Kosovo crisis started whether 
A-10 “Tankbuster” planes would fire 30mm DU rounds in the current conflict. The French wire service Agence France Presse — 
citing a report in a Japanese newspaper — reported Wednesday that a NATO spokesman said the weapons were in use. 

Pentagon officials say there's little chance that the inhalation of DU particles is linked to Gulf War Syndrome. A RAND 
Corporation report reached the same conclusion, and other studies are pending. DU critics, however, say the Pentagon is 
biased; they cite their own research showing that vets were probably sickened by DU exposure. 

Pentagon spokesman Lieutenant Colonel Steve Campbell, reached by the Phoenix Wednesday, could not confirm NATO's 
acknowledgment that DU is being used in Kosovo, but he hinted that it would not surprise him. “We have the capability and we 
have DU rounds in the inventory, and if it's determined that’s the best weapon to use against the target, it will be used,” he said. 

According to one military expert, the wire-service reports are probably on the money. “They feel the efficacy of the weapon 
rules out the impact of any potential side effects,” says Chris Hellman, an analyst with the Center for Defense Information, a 


group that monitors Pentagon policy. “They do a risk-benefit analysis, and blowing holes in tanks wins.”

The EPA's stand on runway expansion at Logan may 
touch even communities that can’t hear the planes

HIS WEEK, NEW England’s top 
environmental official enters the 


fray over the proposed new Lo- 


gan Airport runway. According to En- 


vironmental Protection Agency offi- 
cials, New England EPA head John 
DeVillars — who must submit his 


agency’s comments on the plan by Fri- 


day — is likely to criticize the runway 


on grounds of “environmental justice.” 


When he does, he'll be adding new 
fucl to a fiery political struggle that’s 
rekindled a popular movement 
against airport expansion. And 
if his comments are strongly 
worded and widely covered, 
he'll also help push an emerg- 
ing issue into the state’s politi- 
cal mainstream. 

The growing environmental- 
justice movement fuses civil 
rights and ecology. It’s the idea 
that poor and minority neigh- 
borhoods shouldn’t be dispro- 
portionatcly burdened with en- 
vironmental hazards such as 
dumps and incinerators just 
because they have little political 
clout. Or, in this case, that 
places like Chelsea and Rox- 
bury shouldn’t have to put up 
with the sounds of more 
screaming jets. 

Though EPA officials offer 
few details on what DeVillars 
will say, his comments could help lift 
this movement out of activist circles 
and into the public eye. 


OR MONTHS, Massport’s push 

for a sixth runway at Logan Air- 
port has sparked contentious hear- 
ings, costly lobbying, and vicious op- 
position from a slew of community 
groups. 

Massport, the agency that runs Lo- 
gan, calls the runway badly needed: 
according to Massport’s figures, pas- 
sengers face about 120,000 hours of 
delays each year. A new east-west 
runway, the agency says, will help Lo- 
gan accommodate its increasingly 
busy stream of air traffic. 

But stiff opposition to the runway 
has developed in neighborhoods and 
towns surrounding Logan. Activists 
from Somerville, Boston, Chelsea, and 
other communities under the flight 
paths have united into a stronger front 
than Massport expected — especially 
since one of the agency’s arguments is 
that a new runway would distribute 
noise more evenly around the Boston 
arca. According to Massport, Winthrop 
and parts of East and South Boston 
would get less noise, while Jamaica 
Plain, Roxbury, Chelsea, and 
Somerville would get more. 

Cellucci, who strongly supports the 
runway, points out that Boston’s econ- 
omy relies on Logan; some runway 
proponents wonder aloud whether Bos- 
ton’s planned $700 million convention 
center might suffer from airport delays. 
Still, many local clected officials are sid- 
ing with the anti-runway activists — 
among them Menino, state representa- 
tive Byron Rushing, and city councilors

They 
point to a 1994 executive order by 
President Bill Clinton requiring feder- 
al agencies to consider environmental 
justice in planning, and they argue 
that increasing airplane noise around 
low-income and minority ncighbor- 
hoods violates the spirit of the order. 

“Environmentalism has to do with 
morc than soot and smog,” says Ca- 
puano. “It also has to do with peace 
and quiet and the ability to enjoy your 
own home.” 

With time running out on Mass- 
port’s plan, DeVillars appears ready to 
agree that environmental justice is an 
issue here. 

The EPA has only an “advisory” 
rolc in the airport debate, not veto 
powcr. Nonctheless, a negative revicw 
by the agency’s top regional official 
could carry a lot of weight. The next 
step for runway proponents — as- 
suming they get past regulatory review 
— is in the courtroom, where they 
will fight to lift a 25-year-old injunc- 
tion barring runway expansion at Lo- 
gan. And in court, statements from 
the region’s top environmental official 
could boost the anti-runway case. Lee 
Breckenridge, an environmental-law 
professor at Northeastern University, 
says a DeVillars statement on environ- 
mental justice “would put into the 
record of decision-making by the FAA 

a powerful statement. . . . It would set 
in motion a demand that the FAA look 


mental Protection (DEP) will 
convene what on the surface 
sounds like a burcaucratic bore: a 
public hearing on revamping 
codes dictating where companies 
can build wastc-handling plants. 

Included in the draft of the new 
codes is a scction requiring the 
state and local boards of health to 
consider the cumulative impact on 
a neighborhood of various types of 
pollution. Activists aren’t thrilled 
with the draft, which calls for con- 
sidcration of “documented” im- 
pacts from cumulative pollution — 
that, they say, is notoriously hard 
to show. Still, they say, it’s a first 
step toward codifying the idea of 
environmental justice in state and 
local policy. 

The push for new regulations 
comes just as the state DEP is 
engagcd in a broader study of the 
“cumulative impact” idea. And clse- 
where, environmental groups are try- 
ing to incorporate the concept into 
policy debate. The Environmental 
League of Massachusetts, for exam- 
ple, is backing a state bill to create 
“Arcas of Critical Environmental Jus- 
tice Concern” in urban neighbor- 
hoods. Groups like Alternatives for 
Communitics and Environment — 
which is pushing the new state waste- 
plant regulations — point to Roxbury, 
where several wastc-handling sitcs are 
clustered around Dudley Square; they 
arguc that new cnvironmcental-justice 
regulations arc necded to kecp low-in- 
come neighborhoods from getting 
stuck with the types of facilitics that 
wealthicr arcas arc adept at beating 
back. And the Massachusetts Environ- 
mental Collaborative, an umbrella or- 


ganization, decided this ycar to make 
environmental justice a top priority. 


The idea of environmental justice 


has alrcady surfaced repeatedly in the 
airport debate, too. But DeVillars can 
give the issuc another high-profile air- 
ing — and, coming when it docs, his 

statement could affect a lot more than 
just a runway.

The tension rises in Market Square. “Go back to Boston, 
where they love taxes!” shouts one woman. “You never 
worked a day in your life!” yells another man. A nerdy kid 
who looks like a young Bill Gates — with braces, thick 
glasses, and a windbreaker decorated with a Forbes sticker 
— shouts back at the protesters through a megaphone: “I 
love taxes,” he sneers. “I love big government!” 

The frustration of the Forbes people is perfectly under- 
standable. The protesters highlight a basic problem with 
this campaign: it’s hard to take seriously. At its core, af- 
ter all, is the story of a man worth half a billion dollars 
who is proposing what would be the biggest tax cut the 
richest Americans have ever seen; a man whose patrician 
background is the stuff of satire; a man who has never 
held elective office; a man who, most people agree, is just 
plain weird. 

Many Republican insiders think Forbes is simply un- 
electable. “Steve Forbes makes Al Gore look charismat- 
ic,” says Patrick Griffin, a New Hampshire—based Re- 
publican consultant. “I just can’t picture a President 
Steve Forbes.” Adds another Republican presidential- 
campaign aide: “How can a billionaire’s son relate to Joe 
Six-Pack?” 

So far, the polls reflect these assessments. With 10 
months to go until the New Hampshire primary, Texas 
governor George W. Bush is running miles ahead of the 
10-candidate field. According to a recent Newsweek poll, 
Bush is backed by 51 percent of likely Republican voters. 
Forbes is running fifth, with 5 percent, behind Elizabeth 
Dole, Dan Quayle, and John McCain, and slightly ahead of 
Pat Buchanan, John Kasich, Lamar Alexander, Bob Smith, 
Gary Bauer, and Alan Keyes. 

After his 1996 presidential run began with a deafening 
buzz — Forbes and his flat tax landed on the covers of 
Time and Newsweek — Forbes finished fourth in lowa and 
New Hampshire, and his campaign fizzled out by mid- 
March. This time around, however, Forbes says he’s a 
more formidable candidate. He is wooing social conserva- 
tives by adding social issues to his economic platform. He’s 
paid top dollar for crack staff in key primary states. He’s 
even a little smoother on the stump. 

Still, Forbes seems less likely to win than to drag his ri- 
vals down. Forbes spent $37 million of his own money in 
1996, much of it on TV ads ripping into GOP front-runner 
Bob Dole. Weakened by the attacks, Dole was upset by Pat 
Buchanan in New Hampshire. He never fully recovered, 

and many Republicans still blame Forbes. 

“Forbes almost single-handedly destroyed Bob Dole in 
the last campaign,” says Griffin. “He will hurt whoever the 
front-runner is.” Are you listening, George W. Bush?

But there’s one signature difference be- 
tween the Forbes of 1996 and the Forbes 
of 1999: his social agenda. After assidu- 
ously avoiding social issues in 96 — 
“There’s no real distinction between val- 
ues and economics,” he liked to say — he 
has varied his flat-tax script to include 
red-meat social issues such as abortion. 

Indeed, Forbes has reinvented himself. 
He talks about the “moral basis of a free 
society.” He calls abortion “infanticide” 
and “a national tragedy.” He rails against 
assisted suicide and medicinal marijuana. 
Forbes’s Web site even features an icon 
labeled “America’s Moral Compass.” 

Forbes says his new moral bent is the 
product of genuine soul-searching. But 
finding religion looks awfully convenient 
when you consider that religious conser- 
vatives may compose up to a fifth of the 
GOP primary vote and are looking for a 
candidate to rally behind. Religious con- 
servatives are unimpressed with front- 
runners such as Dole and Bush, who have 
signaled that abortion is not a priority. So 
Forbes is scrambling for their votes — 
along with Quayle, Buchanan, Smith, and 
Bauer. To aid his effort, he has hired reli- 
gious-right leaders around the country 
for up to $10,000 a month. 

Forbes wants to marry the social conser- 
vatives to his anti-tax supporters. “He’s 
trying to bridge the two groups,” says New 
Hampshire GOP consultant Tom Rath, 
who advises Lamar Alexander. But Rath 
wonders whether Forbes can pull that off. 

“The harder group to establish credibil- 
ity with is on the right,” Rath says. “The 
more you establish credibility with them, 
the more people who like you for the eco- 
nomic message get uneasy.” 

The delicacy of that balance was evi- 
dent at the Portsmouth Rotary lunch, 
where Forbes touched on a range of do-

mestic and foreign-policy issues — in- 
cluding his opposition to “Vietnam-like 
restrictions” on the NATO bombing of 
Yugoslavia — but made only a passing, 
oblique reference to abortion. In fact, 
Forbes seemed to be going out of his way 
to hide that reference, a single linc about 
“the freedom to be born.” It had barely 
left his lips before he was off talking 
about missile defense. 

It was as if Forbes felt obliged to have 
some mention of abortion in his speech, 
but knew that the business leaders at the

If that’s true, it’s a pretty damning com- 
mentary on the sincerity of Forbes’s new 
moral posture. 

“To be a Johnny-come-lately on the 
moral argument is phony,” says a staffer 
with a rival campaign. “The Christian 
conservatives have a lot of choices in this 
primary. | tend to doubt that they'll sup- 
port Steve Forbes because they don’t 
trust him. Where was he in 1996?” 
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FTER HIS Rotary speech, | ask 

Forbes whether the protesters back in 
Portsmouth had bothered him. Up close, 
he doesn’t seem so stiff. His eyes are 
wide and blue behind his geeky glasses, 
and he moves slowly and deliberately. But 
except for what appcars to be a layer of 
brownish makeup on his face, he is sur- 
prisingly human. 

And the question doesn’t faze him at 
all. “Only in America would people try to 
defend the indefensible,” Forbes says as 
his aidcs Icad him toward his gold-col- 
ored Chevy Suburban. “The tax code 
hurts people who try to get ahead. Why 
would anyone try to defend that? Only Al 
Gore would defend that. 

“That's onc reason | think Bill Bradley 
is going to give him a run for his money,” 
he says. “Bradley understands the tax is- 
suc. Gore docsn’t.” 

It’s a good line. But many Republicans 
think that if Forbes really wants to keep 
Al Gore from becoming president, he 


should refrain from dumping millions of 
dollars into ads assailing Gore’s GOP op- 
ponents. Republican National Committee 
chairman Jim Nicholson has even met 
personally with Forbes to ask him not to 
embarrass the party and wound its nomi- 
nee with anothér bare-knuckled ad cam- 
paign. Forbes says he won't engage in 
“personal attacks,” yet that might not be 
much of a promise. His ’96 attacks on 
Dole probably wouldn't qualify as “per- 
sonal” — they involved Dole’s support 
for Senate tax hikes and pork-barrcl 
spending — but they were politically dev- 
astating nonetheless. 

“Steve Forbes can be George Bush's 
spoiler, but little else,” says the aide toa 
rival campaign. Noting how much money 
Bush has been raising ($7.6 million so 
far), the aide says: “He’s going to necd it. 
Forbes is going to write that check to 
himself and turn his Death Star on 
George Bush.” 

That's hardly the route to popularity 
among his fellow Republicans. As Repub- 
lican National Committeeman Ron Kauf- 
man, a Bush supporter, says: “Tradition- 
ally, in our party, paying your dues is an 
important factor. Unless you're a war 
hero, it’s pretty hard to run for the presi- 
dency before you run for sheriff.” 

But Forbes presses on, undaunted. 
“There's a certain arrogance that perme- 
ates his whole candidacy,” says the rival 
aide. Forbes owes the party nothing; hc 
knows it is his checkbook that makes him 
a serious candidate. 

Serious, maybe, but easy to ridicule. 

“There are a lot of Republicans propos- 
ing big tax cuts, but | think his takes the 
cake for being a blatant giveaway to rich 
people,” says United for a Fair Economy's 
Betsy Leondar-Wright. That’s why, she 
says, you can expect more “Billionaires for 
Steve Forbes” on the campaign trail. 
“We'll be back,” she promiscs. si

The MFA has a unique opportunity to execute 
an unbuilt design by America’s greatest architect

so recently in the news for its tri- 

umphant foray to Japan, is about to 
embark on an equally visionary project here 
at home — a great new American wing, the 
announcement of which is imminent. 

I hope very much that it will be designed 
by Sir Norman Foster, who has just won 
(in timely fashion for Boston’s fundraising) 
what he has long deserved: the Pritzker 
Prize, the highest award the world of archi- 
tecture can bestow. 

Certainly Foster would be an exciting 
choice. Hardly less exciting, however, is the 
possibility | would like to raise here: that 
Foster share top billing with Frank Lloyd 
Wright. 

That this is a real possibility | can attest 
to. If, that is, the museum is as interested 
as the Frank Lloyd Wright Foundation in 
the idea of incorporating into the new 
American wing a gallery I believe Wright 
designed for Boston’s museum (certainly 
he designed it for one of its greatest collec- 
tions) some 80 years ago. 

It is a work long since lost sight of, to be 
sure, but the Wright Foundation has care- 
fully preserved all the construction draw- 
ings for just such an opportunity.

It is not very widely realized that Wright 
grew up in Boston in the 1870s. His first 
memory of the city, as the leading authority 
on his work, Bruce Brooks Pfeiffer, told me 
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once, was as a boy of nine, standing in 
front of the Jordan Marsh store (of happy 
memory — it’s now Macy’s) on downtown 
Washington Street. Passersby, it seems, 
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had noticed young Wright’s cap, probably 
set rather cockily to one side, and he never 
forgot their recognition. 

It was a fugitive memory of childhood 
visits to the city’s heart that stood out for 
Wright, whose suburban childhood on Bos- 
ton’s South Shore was decidedly a mixed 
business. From 1874 to 1878, from his sev- 
enth to his eleventh year, Wright lived in 
Weymouth, where his father was the minis- 
ter of the First Baptist Church. “The little 
preacher family was desperately poor,” he 
would later recall, the center of their lives “a 
modest, gray, wooden house near a tall and 
white brick church in drab old Weymouth.” 

Modest? Gray? Drab? These were not 
good memorics for the World’s Greatest 
Architect. Indeed, Pfeiffer recalls, Wright 
solemnly declared to him once that 
“Philadelphia was the ugli- 
est city in America, unless it 
was Boston.” 

Still, Wright’s youthful 
time in Boston was not all 
grim. It was at another 
downtown store — Milton 
Bradley's — where, he re- 
called, his mother bought 
the Froebel blocks the ar- 
chitect famously played 
with as a boy, and it was in 
the Weymouth house that 
he learned to love classical 
music, which his father was 
apt to play well into the 
night. 

Bach, Beethoven, and 
Frocbel blocks constitute a 
very short story, of course. 
Nor do Wright’s three late 
works in Boston’s orbit — 
interesting but not major 
houses in Amherst and in 
Manchester, New Hampshire — and the 
few references to Boston in his writings 
make the story much longer. 

But this is really to skate over the sur- 
face of things. In the gallery design,

Boston is all over the place. 

Wright's architecture was in the first 
place enormously influenced by the work 
of Boston’s leading architect of the 1870s 
and ‘80s, Henry Hobson Richardson. 
Morcover, as | will document in the new 
edition of my book Built in Boston, City 
and Suburbs: 1800-2000 (due out this 
fall from the University of Massachusetts 
Press), Wright's overall philosophy had 
vital roots in Boston, 
with which he had 
somcthing of a 
love/hate relationship 

Think Concord, not 
Weymouth, and this be- 
comes clearer. For 
Wright himself recalled 
that he had indeed 
found in drab Wey- 
mouth “the Transcen- 
dentalism of Concord 

. in the books of 
Channing, Emerson, 

Theodore Parker, and, 
yes, Thoreau” — names 
that, more than a half- 
century later, Wright 
would blazon in a kind 
of shrinc-niche in his fa- 
mous Unitarian church 
in his birthplace of 
Madison, Wisconsin — 
“all Bostonians!”, Bruce 
Pfeiffer mused to me re- 
cently, wondcringly. 

Notice, too, that Unity Church in the 
Chicago suburb of Oak Park, one of 
Wright's most cclebrated buildings, was 
Unitarian — “the Boston religion” Mark 
DeWolfe Howe called it, of which Wright 
was himsclf a lcading member. 

Boston's influence on Wright would 
seem to have been, in fact, more various 
and morc significant than has previously 
been thought. It may thus surprise less that, 
however subterranean and obscured his re- 
sponsc to those influences (as was always 
the casc with Wright), he was on at least 
one occasion mightily stimulated to create 
quite a brilliant design for Boston. 

Wright shared a passion for Japanese 
prints with John and William Spaulding, 
Boston’s most celebrated collectors in this 
field. Onc night in January 1913, at their 
Beacon Street townhouse opposite the Pub- 
lic Garden, Wright dined very well indeed 
on the Spauldings’ offer that he advise 
them in putting together a collection that 
within a ycar had become onc of the grcat- 
est in the world — a collection Wright was 
enormously proud of. 

So proud was he, and so much more the 
designer than anything else, that by Febru- 
ary of 1914 Wright was at work on a de- 
sign for the Back Bay area: an art gallery or 
print room for the storage and exhibition of 
the Spaulding collection. (“You must tell us 
of the plans for the Museum print room as 
they take shape,” wrote William Spaulding 
to Wright ardently.) 

The intimate character of the room 
(notice the low armchair and adjustable, 
slanted easel for studying specific prints) 
may mean it was designed for the top 
floor of or as a rear addition to the 
Spauldings’ townhouse, with which 
Wright was, of course, familiar. On the 
other hand, the reference to the “Museum 
print room,” with a capital M, suggests a 
morc institutional setting — surely Bos- 
ton’s Muscum of Fine Arts, to which the 
Spauldings gave their collection seven 
ycars later. In that cra, when the muscum 
had just moved into its current building in 
the Fenway, it encouraged just such flair 
and artistry, particularly in the design of 
the Japanese department’s gallcrics. Wit- 
ness the celebrated garden court and tem- 
ple room of 1910, designed by Ralph 
Adams Cram. 

Wherever in the Back Bay area the 
gallery was intendcd to be, the uncertain 
times of those days at the start of World 
War | surely waylaid the idea. That, and 
the scandal attaching to Wright! Notorious 


already for having abandoned his wife and 
children, Wright found himself in the sum- 
mer of 1914, just after starting work on 
the Boston gallery, at the center of a lurid 
and unsavory mass-murder story. A crazed 
servant killed Wright's girlfriend, her chil- 
dren, and others, and set fire to Wright's 
country house. Beacon Street must have 
been horrified. 

Yet no fault could be found with Wright's 
design, as Julia Meech — who has docu- 
mented the relationship between Wright 
and the Spauldings — has pointed out. It is 
exquisite. Indeed, so highly did Wright 
prize this design he later offered it to the 
Metropolitan Museum when his own col- 
lection of Japanese prints went there, and

which Wright helped amass. 


the Spaulding Gallery design has been cited 
by architectural historian William Jordy as a 
source for one of the last and greatest of 
Wright’s works, the Guggenhcim Muscum 
in New York. And at least one major Amer- 
ican museum has in recent years consid- 
ered creating Wright’s wonderful print 
room for the Spaulding Collection. 

What an opportunity for Boston’s Museum 
of Fine Arts. The response of Amcrica’s 
greatest architect to one of Boston’s — and 
the world’s — greatest collections of 
Japanese prints is a priceless artistic and 
intellectual legacy that ought finally to be 
realized. 

Of course, neither the assembling of the 
Spaulding Collection nor the design of the 
Spaulding Gallery is a tale exactly un- 
known. They’re just to be found in very dif- 
ferent books, so to speak — books that 
must be put together to understand the full 
significance of cither. 

What a coup it would be for Boston’s 
museum to install a Wright interior de- 
signed for onc of its greatest collections, 
and more than likely for its present 
building. 

(Although this does raise an interesting 
question for the muscum and the architect. 
Wright's design, of course, was to have 
housed a collection of Japanese prints, and 
I’m proposing the gallery be placed in the 
new American wing. There is obvious value, 
independent of its use, in the Wright intcri- 
or, which — though a highly functional 
gallery — might be treated in any number 
of ways. It’s an opportunity to be creative.) 

The MFA surely seeks a Wright room 
anyway — who doesn’t? There’s one today 
even in so distant and venerable an institu- 
tion as the Victoria and Albert Muscum in 
London. 

The Frank Lloyd Wright Foundation, 
which carries out Wright’s unbuilt work 
when circumstances permit, is not uninter- 
ested. And the proposed new American 
wing about to be announced by MFA dircc- 
tor Malcom Rogers (just the buccaneer 
Boston’s muscum has long needed) is the 
idcal opportunity. | propose a millennial gift 
for Boston.

T WAS JUST minutes before 10 a.m. on a clear Sunday 
last June when 28-year-old Paul Shifone steered his 
Harley-Davidson along River Street, in Hyde Park. 

He was in no big hurry. Shifone, a short man with dark 
hair, dark eyes, and a beaming smile, cruised along on his 
way to join more than 300 fellow members of the Hyde 
Park Harley Riders (HPHR) for a fundraising ride to 
benefit a group that sends kids with AIDS to summer 
camp. 

On an open stretch of road near the Dedham town line, 
Shifone spotted a white Dodge traveling in the opposite di- 
rection. Before he knew it, the car turned left into a drive- 
way, cutting him off. 

Police reports say Shifone skidded to miss the car and 
flew off his bike, hitting the other vehicle’s rear wheel head- 
on. The driver was David DiNardi, chief administrative law 
judge for the US Department of Labor. 

Shifone suffered massive head injuries and died three 
days later at Brigham and Women’s Hospital, leaving 
behind a fiancée and an eight-year-old son. DiNardi will 
appear in West Roxbury District Court on April 27 to face 
charges of vehicular homicide, negligent operation of a 
motor vehicle, and failure to yield. 

More than 120 motorcyclists gathered at Shifone’s fu- 
neral to remember a man they call generous and responsi- 
ble — a man who thought nothing of lending a friend 
money to start a business. And though they hope to see Di- 
Nardi convicted, they want more. The Hyde Park Harley 
Riders are now lobbying to have motorcycle awareness 
added to the state-required drivers’-education course. Two 
local officials who have traffic proposals pending have 
agreed to consider their demands. 

Between 1994 and 1997, an average of 30 motorcyclists 
were killed and 1068 injured in Massachusetts each year, 
according to the Registry of Motor Vehicles (RMV). Fifty- 
three percent of those fatalities and 76 percent of the in- 
juries involved another vehicle — usually a car or truck, 
bikers say. Motorcyclists say that they’ve done all they can 
to bring the casualties down; now, they argue, it’s the 
drivers’ turn to look out for them. ¥ 

It seems ironic that motorcyclists, a notoriously anti-es- 
tablishment subculture, should call for more regulations. 
But Donald Falcione, president of the HPHR, disputes that 
perception. “Sure, there are national campaigns against 
helmet laws and the illegality of loud pipes, and some riders 
agree and some don’t,” says Falcione, a business owner 
who has been riding for well over 30 years. “But calling for 
safety-awareness classes for everyone who holds a license, 
whether it be for a car or a bike, is common sense. 

“We are not outlaws flapping our gums because friends 
of ours were killed,” he adds. “We are responsible riders 
who feel the overall aggressiveness on the road has to be 
dealt with.” 

Brook Chipman, spokesman for the Governor’s Highway 
Safety Bureau, admits that the drivers’-ed course approved 
by the RMV barely addresses the issue of cars sharing the 
road with motorcycles, and that much of the riders’-educa- 
tion program teaches motorcyclists to consider themselves 
100 percent responsible for their safety on the road. 

“Motorcyclists must drive defensively,” Chipman ex- 
plains. “It may seem unfair to riders, but . . . they are a 
smaller, more reachable group than the three and a half 
million automobile-license holders that are out there.” 
Massachusetts is home to 244,000 licensed motorcyclists 
and 95,000 registered motorcycles. 

The RMV is now revamping the state drivers’ -education 
curriculum, says Chipman, and it’s scheduled to be com- 
pleted by June 15. But Mark Whitehouse, a driving-school 
owner who has seen the American Automobile Associa- 
tion—produced text that the courses will use, says that less 
than two pages of the book is devoted to motorcycles. Only 
one paragraph covers motorcycle awareness for drivers; the 
rest focuses on bikers’ responsibilities. 

Motorcycle riders say they have shouldered those re- 
sponsibilities. Since the riders’-education program was 
launched in 1990, motorcycle fatalities have decreased 
46 percent and injuries have gone down 30 percent, ac- 
cording to Chipman. He credits the safety course and the 
“graying of the motorcycle community” for the decrease. 
“We are dealing with an older, more mature group of riders 
who own homes and have families,” he says. 

On a cool spring night a few weeks ago, more than 100 
riders, ranging from their early 20s to their mid 50s, gath-

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ered at Hyde Park’s Cavan Café. Outside, rows of chrome- 
covered customized Harley-Davidsons lined the road — 
each buffed and primed in anticipation of the new riding 
season. Inside, leather- and denim-clad members of the 
Hyde Park Harley Riders — business owners, police offi- 
cers, grandparents — hugged and joked with friends they 
hadn’t seen in nearly a year. 

In one corner, 28-year-old Steven Smigliani, a Boston 
police officer who has been riding for nearly two years, 
talked with Donald Falcione about the stigma that sur- 
rounds motorcyclists. 

“People automatically think of outlaw biker gangs that 
started in the "30s and ’40s — you know, the Hell’s Angels 
type of riders,” said Smigliani, a tall, soft-spoken man with 
a Marine-style haircut. “It’s an unfair representation of the 
population that causes disrespect on the road.” 

“They [drivers] constantly turn in front of us or change 
lanes without acknowledging that we are beside them,” says 
32-year-old Joe Manning, a 17-year riding veteran who 
was injured in a 1997 accident similar to the onc that killed 
Shifone. 

“I went for a ride with state troopers and | couldn't be- 
lieve the egregious offenses that | saw,” says state represen- 
tative Vincent Ciampa (D-Somerville), who has spoken 
with the HPHR in connection with a proposed amendment 
to the 1996 aggressive-driving law that he’s brought before 
the Committee on Public Safety. Ciampa’s bill would crack 
down on driving violations that motorcyclists say are often 
the cause of accidents between cars and motorcycles. 

Motorcyclists could also get support from Boston city 
councilor Francis “Mickey” Roache, who wants the city to 
revive the Boston Police Traffic Division — a collaboration 
between police and the transportation department that last 
existed in the early ’70s — whose job would be to enforce 
the traffic laws. Roache has agreed to mect with the HPHR 
about the drivers’-education proposal but warns that mo- 
torcyclists must be prepared to make concessions as well. 

“Sure, there are incompetent motorcyclists out there 
who ride the lines and pass cars in between lanes — we 
are not denying that,” says HPHR member Paula Catar- 
ius, a tall brunette whose deep, commanding voicc belics 
her sweet disposition. “That’s why we think everyone 
should be educated. We don’t want to scare car drivers 
with loud pipes and beaming headlights. But, when it 
comes down to it, a person sitting on a bike is no match 
for a person surrounded on four sides by steel reinforce- 
ments. We just ask that they be taught not to usc their 
cars as weapons.” %

HEY’RE HERE.

They like stuff you do understand: rock and roll and, to a lesser extent, sex 
and drugs. 

They are younger than you, but in some ways they are older than you. They have 
come of age in the era of AIDS. They are more likely to have a job than you were at 
their age. They are more likely to have been raised in a single-parent home. 

They have more money than you did, too. 

“They,” of course, are American teenagers. Right now, the nation is experiencing 
its biggest youth movement since the mid- 1970s, the tail end of the baby boom. The 
country’s population of teenagers — the “echo boomers” — is expected to jump 
nearly 10 percent over the next decade, a growth rate more than twice that of the 
rest of the population. By 2010, it is predicted, there will be more than 35 million 
Americans between the ages of 13 and 19, the most in the country’s history. 

This teen boom has been long awaited — and, to a large extent, long feared. Just a 
few years ago, demographers, social scientists, and criminologists worried that the 
rising number of adolescents would result in increased crime and mayhem. The theo- 
ry was simple: since teenagers have historically committed more crimes than the rest 
of us, more teenagers would mean more trouble. Similar concerns were raised about 
teenage drug use and sexual activity. Parents fretted about crowded classrooms, 
shortened attention spans, and decaying educational standards. 

In short, people were worried. 

But a funny thing happened on the way to juvenile hall. Despite isolated events such 
as Tuesday’s shootings at Columbine High School in Littleton, Colorado, early read- 
ings of national crime statistics suggest that the doomsayers were wrong; the much-bally-

ON TEEN MOVIES/TV: Only a few of 
the gathered panelists have seen the 
recent spate of teen movies, including 
Cruel Intentions, She’s All That, and 
Varsity Blues, but almost all agree that 
people their age are chronically misrep- 
resented in the movies. The same goes 
for television shows: Daw- 

son’s Creek, Party of Five, 

Felicity, and the like. “I can’t 

think of one TV show that’s 

even close to reality,” says 

Charlie. Shawn disagrees, 

arguing that the melodrama 

of these teen-oriented pro- 

grams reminds him of his 

peers: “I think all teenagers, 

no matter who you are, go 

through a period of life 

where everything feels like a 

soap opera.” The girls are 

less critical. Patricia admits 

she digs Felicity. Julie (a 

Phoenix inter) liked She’s 

All That, a remake of 

Shaw’s Pygmalion. “That's 

every girl’s dream, to be 

made over and be taken to 

the prom by the hottest 

guy,” she says. The one 

movie mostly everyone liked 

was Kids, Larry Clark's in- 

your-face 1995 portrait of 

Manhattan teens. “That 

movie was right on,” says 

Lucas. “I’ve never seen a 

movie like that.” 


ON MONEY: Nobody here 

has much of it, and all of 

them want more of it. Each 

panelist has a part-time job 

of some sort. (Patricia works 

upstairs at the New England 

Soup Factory.) Everyone says they’d 
make their teenage kids go to work, too. 
“If you're working, that’s how you know 
the value of a dollar,” says Shawn, who 
works at HMV Records. The most mon- 
ey they’ve ever dropped? Charlie's 
spent more than $1000 on his 
turntable/DJ setup. Shawn put a couple 
thousand into a European trip. And Julie 
says she’s spent nearly a grand on 
body adornments: 13 piercings in total, 
and four tattoos. 

ON CLIQUES: Right now, the subjects 
say, Brookline High is subdivided into a 
variety of cliques, including the Aber- 
crombie & Fitches, the Ravers, the 
Goths, the Homies, and the Vegan War- 
riors. The Abercrombie & Fitches, it 
seems, are the 1999 version of preppy 
jocks, with polo shirts, chiseled abs, and 
flash cars cranking Puff Daddy. The 
Homies are the white hip-hoppers with 
the giant pants. But it’s Brookline’s bud- 
ding Vegan Warriors — hardcore-music 
fans who forsake animal products — 
who fascinate these panelists the most. 
“They asked us to call Macy’s and tell 
them we're not going to shop there until 
they stop selling fur,” says Julie. 


ON BEING TRENDY: Despite what 
today’s teen marketers think, trendi- 
ness is anathema to the panelists. In 
short, if everyone’s got it, they don’t 
want it. There are exceptions, of 
course. “Cargo pants,” says Lucas. 
“That was one mainstream thing | fol- 
lowed. | couldn't avoid it.” 


ON MALE-FEMALE RELATIONS: 
Despite gains elsewhere in the cul- 
ture, respect between the sexes is in 
short supply among teenagers, the 
panelists agree. Too much is made of 
who does the deed and who doesn't 
— and, of course, the standards are 
different for young men than they are 
for women. The panelists don’t hesi- 
tate to point a finger at pop culture, in 
particular misogynistic hip-hop artists. 
“| think if all you listen to is rappers 
[disrespecting women], it affects your 
head,” says Lucas. 


also common, the Brookline students 
say. But harder drugs, like cocaine and 
heroin, are less prevalent — in fact, the 
panelists say they’ve never seen either. 
And, of course, alcohol is the real drug 
of choice. “I bet 75 percent of Brookline 
High students will be around alcohol 
this weekend,” says Shawn. 


ON GOD: Most believe in him (or her). 
All the panelists acknowledged some 
form of personal spirituality, and several 
go regularly to church or temple. Charlie 
says he dropped out of Hebrew school 
this year after going since the third 
grade. “I connect to things more as a 
human being than as a Jew [right 
now],” Charlie says, but adds that he 
could see himself revisiting his faith in 
later years. Julie says she’s looking for . 


alternatives: “I don't believe in God,” she . 


says. “I believe in angels. My mother got 
me into believing in them.”

ON SEX: Yeah, teens are gettin’ some. 
And though the panelists chuckle at the 
notion that virginity is fashionable — “I 
don't think there will be a day when vir- 
ginity is a big thing for guys,” says 
Shawn — they agree that abstinence 
may not carry the stigma it once did. 
Julie is unabashed about saying she’s a 
virgin. “I don’t want to follow after [stu- 
dents] who go on vacation and have 
sex with guys they'll never see again,” 
she says. Safe sex is a consideration — 
everyone agrees that AIDS, other sexu- 
ally transmitted diseases, and pregnan- 
cy are concerns — but few are 100 per- 
cent careful. “I think any sexually active 
person can say they've had some scary 
moments,” says one panelist. 


ON DRUGS: Anything you want, you 
can get, the panel agrees. But certain 
drugs are more common than others. 
Pot’s everywhere. “There are people 
who smoke [pot] for breakfast, lunch, 
and dinner and between snacks,” says 
Monica. “It’s a fact of life for them, just 
like brushing their teeth.” Ecstasy is 


ON PARENTING: Believe it or not, the 
group generally agrees that the tougher 
parents are, the better their kids turn out. 
“The more personal freedom you have, 
the less wholesome a lifestyle you're 
probably living,” says Charlie. Several of 
the panelists came from single-parent 
homes and say the Beaver Cleaver ideal 
of the nuclear family is a mystery to 
them. “I can’t imagine living with two par- 
ents,” says Shawn, who lives with his 
mother and brother. “I can't imagine hav- 
ing a dad in the house.” 


ON POLITICS: Clinton's gross, the 
group agrees, but Ken Starr was gross- 
er. “Such a waste of energy,” says Moni- 
ca. Shawn says he was embarrassed to 
be an American when he was in Europe 
last summer. Lucas is disgusted with 
politics in general. “I don't like 
Democrats, | don’t like Republicans,” he 
says. “They're the same thing.” Asked to 
identify a political cause or group they 
do like, the teens are momentarily 
stumped.

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hooed adolescent crime campaign of the 
late 1990s hasn’t materialized. Likewise, 
teen drug use hasn’t skyrocketed; sexual ac- 
tivity, too, is down. Surveys also show that 
today’s teens are better educated and Icss 
apathetic than they were expected to be. 
The kids, it seems, are all right. And while 
the rest of us try to make sense of Eminem, 
body glitter, and MTV’s The Todd Green 
Show, America’s next great youth boom 
plunges forward, platform sneakcrs first. 
The country’s culture is changing fast, so 
don’t get left behind. It’s the first day of high 
school, and you’re already late for class. 


T’S BEEN more than a decade since 

teenagers held such a firm grip on Amcri- 
can pop culture. In the late "80s and carly 
‘90s, the recession-bleary nation embraced 
its older, twentysomething slackers, a group 
whose overeducated pessimism was cmbod- 
ied in grunge anthems such as Nirvana’s 
Smells like Teen Spirit and domesticity- 
mocking satires such as The Simpsons. By 
mid-decade, economic recovery propelled 
the boomcrish Seinfeld—Pottcry Barn sct, a 
nco—Me Gencration in which gadgct?y, 
mutual funds, and personal-grooming 
products became the essential tokens of 
American assimilation. 

Now, it’s the teens’ turn. Not since Molly 
Ringwald gave up her underpants to Antho- 
ny Michacl Hall in 1984’s Sixteen Candles 
has the country’s pop culture been so thor- 
oughly attuncd to the tastes of its under-21 
representatives. Teen culture is nearly im- 
possible to avoid these days. Barely a week 
goes by without another new coming-of-age 
movie: She's All That, Varsity Blues, Cruel 
Intentions, Go. Television's hottest new net- 
work, the WB, has boosted its profile with 
teenfare like the sex soap Dawson's Creek 
and the mock-horror Buffy the Vampire 
Slayer. And the top song of 1999 thus far is 
“ ... Baby One More Time,” a mildly 
risqué disco anthem by Britney Spears, a 
17-year-old bubble-gum chantcuse from 
Louisiana who looks less like a pop diva 
than a junior-varsity cheerleader with a 
part-time job at an Orange Julius. 

“You can’t help but notice the cycles,” says 
Grace Palladino, a professor of history at the 
University of Maryland—College Park and the 
author of Teenagers: An American History. 

Much of this is about numbers, of course. 
There are now cnough screaming tccnage 
girls in Amcrica to support at Icast five Top 
20 all-male singing groups: the Backstreet 
Boys, ’N Sync, Boyzone, 98 Degrees, and 
5ive. Amcrica’s booming tecn population is 
why Dawson's Creek can run up against 
Fox’s 90210 without cach program reducing 
the other to prime-time rubble. It’s why the 
recent skein of coming-of-age flicks is ex- 
pected to continue well into the next century. 

It helps that all these kids also have mon- 
ey. More than anything else, Teen Nation is 
about the Benjamins. According to Teenage 
Research Unlimited, which tracks tecn buy- 
ing habits for marketers, the nation’s teens 
spent more than $141 billion last year — a 
jump of more than 60 percent from 1993. 
And many kids earn this money themselves: 
a Rand Youth Poll found that tecnage girls 
age 16 to 19 made $103.20 per weck in 
1997; boys 16 to 19 earned $94.50 per 
weck. Girls age 13 to 15 carned $50.90 per 
weck; boys in that age group carned $42.95. 
(It’s an interesting twist on the adult world, 
where males typically make morc than fe- 
males. “Babysitting is becoming a real growth 
industry,” consumer analyst Ira Matathia 
joked to Advertising Age in February.) 

Confronted with this spending powcr, it 
makes sense for the rest of America to go 
teen, too. The nation’s acsthetic sense is skew- 
ing young: witness yuppics hoarding cargo 
pants from the Gap, the Matchbox-like VW 
Beetle, and Apple’s candy-colored iMac, 
which looks like the kind of computer you'd 
find in Barbie’s dream house. Teen spirit is ev- 
ident, too, in adult trends such as online stock 
trading — a savvy merger of Wall Strect, the 
info superhighway, and Space Invaders. (A 
current advertisement for an online brokcrage 
firm features a teenage investor in the suburbs 
with his own personal helicopter.) Even 
teenage lingo has infiltrated adult discourse; 
not too long ago, a Boston Globe cditorial 
used the term “dissed” in connection with Mo 
Vaughn's cxiic from the Red Sox. 














Teen power is at the root of NBC’s deci- 
sion to lure the WB network’s president, 
Garth Ancier, to helm its entertainment di- 
vision. NBC became the nation’s most pop- 
ular network this decade by catering to 
twenty- and thirtysomethings; now, it’s go- 
ing after the kids. And on-the-go teens 
have influenced leading food manufactur- 
ers to invest heavily in quickie microwave- 
able meals. “As the children of baby 
boomers mature, the growing teenage pop- 
ulation may be leading the way in the 
home-warming, grab-gobble-and-go 
trend,” the New York Times’ Molly O’Neill 
noted in a story last year. In the same 
piece, a national supermarket researcher 
predicted that by next year, sales of pre- 
cooked meals could overtake sales of ingre- 
dients for actual home-cooked meals. 


HE AMERICAN fascination with teen 
culture began in earnest during the 
1920s, when social critics, noting the rise of 
youth gangs, began lamenting the decline of 
parenting. The proliferation of high schools 
in the 1930s and ’40s gave young people a 
parentless arena to create their own subcul- 
ture; recognizing this, Hollywood show- 
cased squeaky-teen matinee idols such as 
Mickey Rooney and Judy Garland. Later, 
the diversion of many adult males into 
World War II heightened fears about 
teenage rebelliousness, and pop culture be- 
came fixated on juvenile delinquency — a 
McCarthyesque fear celebrated in pulp nov- 
els and cheapo films like Reform School 
Girl, Mad at the World (“The true story of 
trigger-happy teenage hoodlums living in 
today’s new waterfront of crime!”), and 
most notably, Rebel Without a Cause. 
Other teen booms followed: surf culture, 
Beatlemania, flower power, and the acid- 
rock days of the early 1970s. There were 
smaller outbursts of teen culture, too, such 
as the mid-1980s, an era remembered for 
the comforting suburban fantasies of direc- 
tor John Hughes (Sixteen Candles, The 
Breakfast Club, Pretty in Pink). And no one 
around here can forget the late 1980s/early 
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Phoenix Classifieds.

Today, it’s easy to look at the Backstreet 
Boys or ’N Sync and suffer from New Kids 


flashbacks. Teen pop culture is wildly cyclical. 


Just as Leonardo DiCaprio equals Rob Lowe 
equals James Dean, Britney Spears equals 
Debbie Gibson equals Connie Francis. Mari- 
lyn Manson is Ozzy Osbourne; Ozzy, of 
course, was Alice Cooper. Even the teen-en- 
tertainment clichés stay the same: protective 
stage parents, meddlesome managers, creepy 





“hit.” But few would disagree that today’s 
teen pop culture is strikingly more adult- 
oriented than previous generations’; from 
music to television to film, it hardly depicts 
kids as young innocents. Last week, in fact, 


the “news” broke that Spears had reported- 


ly turned in her pubescent chest for a very 
adult pair of implants. Though teen culture 
is certainly cyclical, grad-student/hipster 
arguments — In its time, Little Richard's 
“Tutti Frutti” was just as scandalous as Jay- 
Z’s “Money, Cash, Hos” — are dubious. 
The portrayal of teens in pop culture con- 
flicts, however, with what’s actually happen- 
ing in the adolescent populace. Surveys of ac- 
tual (read: not Hollywood) teens show that 


There are always things about teens 
that adults aren’t going to get — 
whether it’s hot rods, bell bottoms, 


Svengalis, and 15-minute flameouts. (Nomi- 
nations are already being taken for the echo 
boom’s Anthony Michael Hall.) 

To be sure, there are differences between 
today’s teen culture and earlier booms. The 
current crop of teen entertainment is undeni- 
ably more confrontational and less inhibited 
than yesterday’s fare, especially when it 
comes to sex. Just a few years ago, it was a 
big deal when Brenda (Shannen Doherty) 
lost her virginity to Dylan (Luke Perry) on 
90210; by contrast, the average Dawson’s 
Creek episode is an all-out boinkfest. Sarah 
Michelle Gellar’s most memorable line in 
Cruel Intentions is “I want to fuck!” And it’s 
hard to imagine ’80s Tinkerbell Tiffany get- 
ting away with some of the lyrics Britney 
Spears utters in “.. . Baby One More Time”: 


Give me a sign 
Hit me baby, one more time 


I know, I know: we can all sit around 
and try to deconstruct what she means by 















or nipple rings. 


they’re not all a bunch of hardened hedonists. 
Take away the computers, videos, and other 
technological changes, and coming-of-age 
rituals and crises have stayed fairly constant 
over the past several generations. There’s sex, 
naturally. There’s the desire to fit in, and the 
quest for popularity. There’s substance abuse, 
parental conflict, and annoying siblings. 
There are lame first jobs, bad first kisses, and, 
above all, high school. Maybe that’s why it’s 
so easy for teenagers to take over the culture. 
Nearly everyone remembers the importance 
of being 16 years old. 


UT AS long as there are adults, there is 
always going to be some built-in an- 
tipathy toward teenagers. There are always 
things about teens that adults aren’t going 
to get — whether it’s hot rods, bell bot- 

toms, or nipple rings. 

Teenagers have historically been feared 
by segments of the adult population. And 
the current group of teens may have been 
feared more than any other. If you had lis- 
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tened to some of the rhetoric steaming out 
of the country’s political and law-enforce- 
ment establishment as late as 1997, you’d 
have thought the coming teenage boom 
was going to result in some kind of adoles- 
cent apocalypse — something like Dead 
Poets Society meets Escape from New York. 

“Unless something is done soon, some of 
today’s newborns will become tomorrow’s 
superpredators — merciless criminals ca- 
pable of committing the most vicious of 
acts for the most trivial of reasons,’’ Bob 
Dole said in a 1996 speech during his pres- 
idential campaign. 

But we’re already knee-deep in the 
teenage boom, and the crime wave hasn’t 
materialized. In fact, teenage crime is sig- 
nificantly down in almost every category. 
Nationally, the rate of murders committed 
by juveniles is down 50 percent from the 
early 90s. The rate for other crimes has 
fallen too — robbery, for instance, has 
dropped nearly 20 percent. Here in Boston, 
notes criminologist Jack Levin, there were 
three murders by juveniles last year — 
down from 34 in 1990. 

“I think we better reconsider the super- 
predator theory, because it just didn’t 
work,” says Levin, the director of North- 
eastern University’s Brudnick Center on 
Violence. “The prophets of gloom and 
doom have been proven wrong.” 

Even more surprising, teenage drug use is 
declining. Last year’s Monitoring the Future 
study — a major annual survey of 50,000 
students in the 8th, 10th, and 12th grades 
conducted by researchers at the University 
of Michigan at Ann Arbor — showed drops 
in illicit-drug use, cigarette smoking, and al- 
cohol consumption. Even marijuana smok- 
ing, which had jumped considerably in the 
early 1990s, appears to be leveling off. 

“The teenage population is becoming 
less criminal,” says Mike A. Males, a soci- 
ology instructor at the University of Cali- 
fornia at Irvine and the author of Framing 
Youth: Ten Myths About the New Genera- 
tion (Common Courage Press).

SALEM. IT'S NOT WHAT YOU EXPECT. 
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Indeed, if we were to come up with a com- 


posite of American teens based on recent 


survey data, it might look something like this: 


Sixteen-year-old girl: Attends school. 
Has a part-time job. Believes in God. 
Doesn't have an eating disorder. A virgin 
Still, thinks distributing condoms in 
schools is a good idea. Computer profi- 
cient. Cares about the environment. Uses 
alcohol occasionally. Tried pot a few times 
No hard-drug experience. Thinks homo- 
sexuality is okay. Does volunteer work 

Sixteen-year-old boy: Attends school. 
Works part-time. Believes in God. Not a 

irgin, but many of his friends are. Thinks 
condoms in school are a good idea. Com- 
puter proficient. Believes in affirmative ac- 
tion. Does volunteer work. Not suicidal. 
No criminal history. Uses 
alcohol occasionally. No 
hard-drug experience. Has 
positive self-image. Thinks 
corporations aren’t con- 
cerned enough about the 
environment. 

Not bad, right? Promis- 
ing signs are everywhere. 
Consider the National 
Center for Health Studies 
report, which found the 
teen birth rate had 
dropped nearly 21 per- 
cent between 1991 and 
1996. Or how about last 
year’s 4-H/Honda sur- 
vey, which reported that 
77 percent of American 
teens age 13 to 18 are 
concerned about the 
prospect of our doing 
permanent damage to 
the earth’s air and wa- 
ter. A poll conducted 
last year by the New 
York Times and CBS 
News found that most 
adolescents (gosh) like 
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their parents, (yeesh) abstain from sex, and 
(good grief) don’t believe violence in 
schools is a big problem. 

“There seems to be an attitudinal im- 
provement in kids,” says Males. “Today’s 
generation of kids isn’t so much oriented to 
social protest as kids were in the 60s, but 
they are more [oriented] to community and 
volunteer work. It’s amazing.” 

William Strauss, the co-author with Neil 
Howe of the “Generations” series, which 
includes The Fourth Turning: An American 
Prophecy (Broadway Books), believes that, 
if anything, today’s teenagers (whom he 
refers to as the “Millennial” generation) 
have more in common with their World 
War I— and World War II-era predeces- 
sors than with more-recent generations. 
Strauss says that the behavior of today’s 
teens represents a correction of the adoles- 
cent excesses of the 1960s and ’70s. “To 
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the extent that [today’s teens] see things 
that they want to fix, it’s boomer things 
they want to fix,” says Strauss. “They are 
the anti-boomers, just as the boomers were 
the anti-Gls.” 

Some suggest that these trends reflect a 
growing conservative and materialistic 
streak in today’s adolescents. Critics point 
to surveys like last year’s Roper Youth Re- 
port, in which 55 percent of teens said that 
being rich was their number-one aspira- 
tion. (Forty-four percent said they'd like to 
be smarter.) Others interpret the decline in 
sexual activity as a rebirth of 1950s morals; 
indeed, the Times/CBS poll found that al- 
most half of all teens consider sex before 
marriage “always wrong.” 

Even if they are alarmingly conservative to 
some eyes, though, there would seem to be 
little basis for panic about today’s kids. Still, 
because most teens don’t vote, and therefore 
lack political clout, the nation’s political and 

law-enforcement establishment 

continues to demonize them. Statis- 

tics about declines in crime and 

drug use are rarely mentioned, ex- 

cept to justify pleas for more fund- 
ing. More often, aberrant events — 
schoolyard shootings or a teen drug 
overdose — are inflamed to advance 
get-tough juvenile sentencing, anti- 
drug public-service campaigns, and 
even the death penalty for some 
young criminals. 

Males calls this “demographic 
scapegoating,” and he says it flies in 
the face of what today’s teens are re- 
ally like. “There’s just a denial that 
things are good,” he says. 


VERYTHING ISN’T perfect, of 
course. Many American teens 
still have problems with self-esteem, 
substance abuse, broken homes, and 
eating disorders. Though the crime 





ONE MORE TIME: teen culture is 
cyclical, and we’re on an upswing. 
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rate is down, there will undoubtedly be 
future outbreaks of juvenile violence. 
And surveys continue to show that the 
poverty rate for American teenagers is 
on the rise. 

Likewise, it’s critical to recognize that 
teenagers, by their nature, will always 
swim somewhat upstream from the rest of 
us. Rebelliousness, after all, is the petrol of 
adolescence; it ignites young people to rail 
against their elders, and it frightens the es- 
tablishment. Whether it’s Marlon Brando’s 
motorcycle in The Wild Ones, Elvis grind- 
ing his hips, or Madonna’s “Like a Vir- 
gin,” the elements of American teenage 
culture that most powerfully attract kids 
simultaneously repel adults. 

What’s changing is the nature of the re- 
bellion. It’s no longer a simple question of 
appearance; walk into a high school in 
Boston or Anchorage, and you'll find that 
kids dress pretty much the same way. Even 
kids with nose rings and pink hair don’t 
frighten anyone anymore. They just sell 
Mountain Dew. 

The real American youth rebellion is 
happening at the fringes, away from the 
glare of Hollywood and MTV. As it ex- 
pands, the country’s teen population is be- 
coming more racially diverse (read: less 
white). Technology is changing the 
teenage landscape, too. In a 500-chan- 
nel/Internet/MP3 universe, adolescent 
culture will grow more diffuse. Individual- 
ity will rise, and teens will be less likely to 
embrace all the same icons and commodi- 
ties. Shared moments — the Beatles on 
Ed Sullivan, the premiere of a Michael 
Jackson music video, the Dawson’s Creek 
season finale — will become rarer. 

But for now, America’s adolescents are 
still capable of exerting broad rule over the 
culture. Once again, we are Teenage Nation. 
We are living in a free-spending era of bub- 
ble gum, big beats, and baggy pants.

ASTERN BAKERS SUPPLY isn't going to win 

any awards for window-dressing. From the 

street, the cluttered and aging North 
Washington Street storefront looks halfway out of busi- 
ness. The entrance doesn't help: four-foot-tall Hobart 
mixers, Fryolators the size of studio apartments, and 
other food-service behemoths loom like gravestones. 

So why do in-the-know home cooks and restaurant 
workers alike flock here for kitchen goods? “We sell 
anything you find in a restaurant that you neither eat 
nor dispose of. We have every widget and gadget you 
could possibly imagine,” says vice president Bill 
Morrissey. And they sell it all a lot cheaper than any 
other kitchen store in town. 

“Our philosophy is simple,” says Morrissey. “If you build 
a big fancy store and spend a lot of money on your 
show room, then your prices are going to reflect that. 
We don't bother much with our physical plant. It holds 
our costs down and allows us to pass it along to the 
customer.” 

Pottery Barn this place is not. With its stock on wire 
shelving and dilapidated bookcases, Eastern Bakers

least Levi's as a generation of Americans once 
knew and loved them — are fading. 

The youth market, upon which retail fortunes are made 
and lost, shuns the brand entirely, favoring Gap jeans, 
Tommy Hilfiger jeans, Calvin Klein jeans. The slightly 
slouched Levi’s silhouette — not too tight, not too loose, 
as comfortable as an old shoe — is fashion history, oust- 
ed indefinitely by the rap-inspired baggy look. And Levi 
Strauss appears to be responding in kind: the next time 
you look for jeans at a Levi’s outlet, you will probably 
find pants made with thinner, less durable denim, fewer 
pockets, and — yes — those mammoth clown legs. As 
Sean Dee, the new brand director for Levi’s, told the 
Times, “Loose jeans is not a fad; it’s a paradigm shift.” 

A paradigm shift? Yikes. 

There are certain moments in life when you look 
around and realize that, almost overnight, you have 
become a cultural has-been, out of sync, an ill-attired 
dinosaur.

And 
then, recalling the horrible hip- hugging bell-bottomed 
jeans of my own teenage years, I’ve quietly smirked: The 
look won’t last. They'll all look back at those ridiculous 
pants and groan with shame, just as I did. 

That may be true — a youth market is by definition 
| fickle, its styles subject to radical shifts; a few years into 
the millennium, 14-year-olds could be lined up in 
Starbucks wearing skintight jeans, or zebra-striped 
jeans, or no jeans at all. But what freaks me out — and 
what I’ve so smugly underestimated as I’ve stood there 
gawking— is the power of this generation’s tastes, and 
the increasing gap between its style and my own. 

The folks at Levi’s similarly miscalculated: jeans with 
legs like tree trunks were a passing fad, they thought, a

blip on the fashion radar, nothing to worry about. 
Today’s plunging annual sales are in large part a result 
of that error: Levi’s overlooked a demographic phe- 
nomenon called the “re-teening” of America. In the 
early 1990s, the number of teenagers began to increase 
for the first time since 1975; today, there are nearly 


31 million teenagers in this country. Each year, on aver- 


age, they go shopping 54 times, and buy eight to twelve 
pairs of jeans; collectively, they represent about 

$140 billion worth of spending clout, which means that 
they have a fair amount of influence over such fashion 
staples as shoes, sweats, and, of course, blue jeans. 

This upsets me, for purely selfish reasons. I look at all 
those 14- and 15-year-olds swimming around in their 
elephantine pants, and I feel vaguely indignant. I’m a 
member of the baby-boom generation, after all, which 
means I’m accustomed to being the most important 
demographic in the universe. My tastes are supposed to 
rule, and the thought that something as elemental — as 
sacred — as blue-jean design could be dictated and 
swayed by a bunch of 14-year-olds makes me squirm. 

It also makes me sad. Lewi's is the label that embodied 
adolescent rebellion, counterculture hip, and rugged sex- 
uality for nearly half a century. Sure, women my age 
went through the hideous hip-hugger phase at 14 and 
15; we squeezed ourselves into Calvin Klein and 
Jordache jeans in our 20s; we even traded in Levi's for 
leggings for much of our 30s. But Levi’s have weathered 
and outlived all those twists and turns, and as such, 
they’ve always represented a fallback position, a fashion 
safety net that could see you through just about any- 
thing. Armed with a few perfect-fitting pairs of Levi's, a 
handful of T-shirts (white and black), and a basic black 
jacket, you could go anywhere and look right, from 
backyard barbecue to bar to bistro. 

I emphasize the words perfect-fitting Levi’s. One of the 
great things about tra- 
ditional Levi’s — and I 
suspect this concept 
eludes the youth mar- 
ket entirely — is the 
way they marry the 
mainstream and the 
idiosyncratic. We all 
know the Levi’s look 
— broken-in to per- 
fection, faded to pow- 
der blue at the knees, 
imprint of a wallet on 
the right rear pocket 
— and we all know 
how long and hard you 
have to work to create 
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into submission, work 
with it, coax it to conform to your wishes. Also like a 
good dog, a great pair of jeans will serve you wonderful- 
ly if properly trained: they will be loyal and dependable 
and strong; you'll have a relationship with them; you'll 
mourn them when they’re gone. 

In the end, the real paradigm shift in the market for 
jeans probably has less to do with leg width than it does 
with something more subtle: the culture’s relationship 
with an old and abiding icon and, by extension, its defi- 
nition of what it means to be hip, young, casually chic. 

Which is not to say that traditional Levi’s are going 
the way of shoulder pads or fur coats, or that Levi 
Strauss is planning to forsake entirely such standbys as 
501s. But in an effort to keep pace with the youth mar- 
ket, the company is changing: a brand-new manage- 
ment team, installed last spring, has been granted carte 
blanche on the design- and sales-boosting fronts; much 
of what the company considered sacred in the past — 
certain specifications for fabric weights, for instance — 
is being tossed out; in the coming years, far more 
emphasis will be placed on the design and marketing of 
new youth lines. 

I don’t know about you, but I call that the end of 
an era. *

What's the difference between a street, a road, an avenue, a 
boulevard, and so on? There seems to be no rhyme or reason as 
to how the names of public ways are suffixed. Does it depend on 
width, length, importance, or (more likely) the builder’s whim? 
Please advise.

Whimsy? Lesser minds might describe it as whimsy. I see it 
as evidence of the same confusion that got us involved in a war 
in the Balkans. 

Whatever scarcities we may have in this world, a shortage of 
street-name suffixes isn’t one of them. The possibilities include 
but are not limited to alley, avenue, boulevard, circle, court, 
cove, crescent, crossing, dale, drive, estate, extension, gardens, 
gate, heights, highway, lake, landing, lane, loop, park, parkway, 
path, place, plaza, point, promenade, ridge, road, roadway, 
square, street, terrace, trace, trail, village, and way, to say noth- 
ing of commonly used foreign words such as camino, calle, etc. 

Confronted with this plethora of terms, you’ll probably have 
one of the following reactions: (1) we need some kind of sys- 
tem here; (2) we don’t need no stinking system, we need some 
minimal restrictions to protect the public interest; (3) whatever, 
I don’t care; go away. 

The third, I venture to say, has historically predominated 
among the public officials nominally in charge of these things, 
but the first has occurred often enough to convince people that 
there’s some underlying plan when, in fact, there isn’t. The 
most famous sort-of-system is Manhattan’s grid of north-south 
avenues and east-west streets. Here’s another, from the Tri- 
County Regional Planning Commission of Lansing, Michigan 
(my assistant Jane lives there, that’s why): 

e cul-de-sacs should be named circle, court, way, or place 

® meandering streets — drive, lane, path, trail 

© north-south streets — avenue, highway 

@ streets with planted medians — boulevard, parkway 
Guilford County, North Carolina, prefers: 

¢ north-south streets — street; east-west — avenue (Take 

that, Manhattan.) 

e diagonal — road 

e dead-end streets — terrace, point, cove, dale, way 

e cul-de-sacs — court 

e short curved roads with ingress and egress from the same 

thoroughfare — circle 
Kenai Peninsula Borough, Alaska, is even more precise: 

@ north-south cul-de-sac — circle 

@ east-west cul-de-sac — court 

e northwest-southeast street — drive 

© northeast-southwest street — lane (Doesn’t the Kenai 

planning department have anything better to do?) 

e begins and ends at same thoroughfare — loop 

e meandering — road 

You get the picture. Lacking a detailed national standard 
(Where are the French when we need them?), we’re left with a 
muddle. One may hazard the generalization that long streets 
typically are called avenue, street, highway, road, etc., while 
short ones get terrace, court, place, and the like. But there are 
many exceptions even to this simple rule. 

Don’t despair. The US Postal Service, exhibiting rare com- 
mon sense, has decided that suffixes aren’t worth worrying 
about. It merely requests that street names be unique without 
regard to suffix, lest mail carriers be confused if the suffix is 
left off. (A notorious violator of this principle is Chicago, 
which has numerous instances of streets with names like 21st 
Place running parallel to streets with names like 21st Street.) 
The agency adds a few other reasonable guidelines — e.g., 
street names should sound dissimilar to one another to avoid 
mix-ups. These rules appear to have been widely adopted by 
local officials. In short, we have a collective bureaucratic judg- 
ment that the power of the state ought to be exercised eco- 
nomically, a conclusion that might be applied to many aspects 


of public life. ; we

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NDEPENDENT BOOKSTORES ARE the baby seals 
of small business — vulnerable, endangered, and an 
almost sacred cause. Book people love to lament their 
fate; the press, in many cases, has taken to speaking 
about them in the past tense, as if they were an an- 
tique institution like drugstore soda fountains. The New 
York Times Magazine recently described independents as 
the “bookstores that everyone accuses Barnes & Noble and 
Borders of all but wiping off the face of the earth.” 

It’s not exactly a mistaken impression: the American 
Booksellers Association, the trade group for independent 
retailers of new books, has seen its membership drop from 
5300 stores to 3300 since 1992. In the Boston area alone, 
three specialty bookstores have closed in recent years. The 
chains, in the meantime, have rolled out hundreds upon 
hundreds of branches since the early 90s, many of them 
sprawling, library-size “superstores.” 

The challenge facing independent bookstores has been 
complicated in the past four years by the success of Ama- 
zon.com, the online retailer that calls itself “Earth’s biggest 
bookstore,” and which now boasts eight million customers. 
In 1997, it was joined on the Web by barnesandnoble.com, 
which now has more than a million customers and claims 
to sell the largest number of titles anywhere. If the baby 
seals were in danger before, now it’s as if someone has 
given the hunters laser harpoons. 

For all the sentiment attached to the issue, there is 
more at stake in the bookselling field than our collective 
nostalgia for a lost kind of retailing, or even than the 
livelihood of a few thousand independent businesspeople. 
Bookstores, after all, traffic not just in paper and card- 
board, but in content. In the book market, a diversity of 
retailers translates very directly into a diversity of ideas. 

“There are lots of reasons to fight for the independent 
bookstore,” says Rusty Drughan, president of the New Eng- 
land Booksellers Association, “but the two primary ones 
have to do with freedom of expression and the flourishing of 
ideas — with the very possibility of social change.” 

After a decade of watching their market share slowly 
erode, independent bookstores have begun to take action 
as a group. On February 5, the American Booksellers As- 
sociation (ABA) announced a new project: “Book 
Sense,” both a national marketing strategy and a Web 
site, designed to save the independent way of life. 

Whether the indies’ survival strategy succeeds is im- 
portant not just for them, but for everyone. The question 
is whether it’s too little, too late. The future of book- 
selling is clearly molded in the independents’ image, but 
will they have a place in it? 





TANDING AMONG the dark wood shelves and lad- 

ders of Cambridge’s Harvard Book Store, Dan Al- 
bano, the store’s “academic liaison,” has a rumpled, pro- 
fessorial charm. He’s very much a salesman — “Ask me 
for one, I’ll show you four,” he says — but he’s also pas- 
sionate about what’s between the covers of his product. A 
Cambridge native and 13-year veteran of the store, Al- 
bano describes his areas of expertise as “philosophy, liter- 
ary criticism, politics . . . oh, some of everything.” He 
knows many of the academics who come through his doors 
by face as well as by name; crushing a beige scally cap in 
his hands, he describes a visit from the president of Dart- 
mouth College with the enthusiasm of a fan describing an 
encounter with a rock star. 

Albano’s job title reflects a decades-long symbiosis be- 
tween the store and its surrounding neighborhood. Owner 
Frank Kramer, whose father founded the business in 1932, 
has watched his store evolve from a purveyor of bargain 
used books and remainders into a general bookstore with 
scholarly specialization. “We have a large community of 
scholars,” Kramer says, “so our inventory began to reflect 
that. Our motto is access to the world of ideas.” 

With its oak and carpeting, its author events, and its 65- 
year relationship with its neighborhood, Harvard Book 
Store is the kind of place people think about when they pic- 
ture a quality bookstore. And as recently as the 1980s, this 
was the primary face of retail bookselling. At their peak in 
the late 80s and early ‘90s, independent stores such as 
Harvard Book Store — and Brookline Booksmith, and 
Cambridge’s WordsWorth Books — could claim more than 
30 percent of the entire national book market. “It was the 
heyday of independent bookselling,” says Richard 
Howorth, president of the ABA. It was also the heyday of 
bookselling in general: in 1985, America led the world in 





book-title production (it’s now fourth or 

fifth), and “consumer book-purchasing fig- 

ures rose at incredible percentages,” 

Howorth says. It was an independent book- 

seller’s market. Indeed, the nation’s first 

superstores were independently owned: 

huge, polished book destinations like the Tattered Cover, in 
Denver, Colorado; Powell’s, in Portland, Oregon; and 
Cody’s Books, in Berkeley, California. Chain bookstores, 
meanwhile, were mostly sterile mass-market outlets like 
B. Dalton and the now-defunct Crown Books, designed 
more to move bestsellers and calendars than to draw the 
literary crowd. 

The heyday of independent bookselling, however, 
didn’t last past the early 90s. “Corporate and capital 
powers saw what was going on,” says Howorth, “and be- 
gan imitating the feel of these independent stores.” They 
also began outgunning them in square footage, publish- 
ing-industry clout, and marketing power. Today there 
are more than 500 Barnes & Nobte superstores, and ev- 
ery one of them looks a lot like the Harvard Book Store, 
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38-year-old independent Brookline Booksmith. In Den- 
ver, the first wave of Barnes & Nobles pinned the four 
corners of the city around Joyce Meskis’s indie power- 
house the Tattered Cover, and the chain has opened 
eight stores in her area since then. “We’re talking,” says 
Howorth, “about very specific predatory activity.” 

In part, the chains act aggressively because book retailers 
are fighting each other for shares of a stagnant market. 
Overall adult book sales have been flat for at least two 
years. It’s a zero-sum game, at best, and the independents’ 
market share has dwindled to 17 percent of books sold. 
The chains, meanwhile, have grown to more than a quarter 
of the market. 

Those numbers represent more than a shift in who sells 
you books; they represent a shift in what we get to read. 


NEIGHBORHOOD FIXTURES such as Harvard Book Store, where Dan Albano works, are hard to 


replicate. But a big chain can mimic their oak shelves and display cases, just as Amazon.com can sim- 


ulate their customer-relations policy. 





or an old private library — forest-green carpets, dark 
wood, and brass fixtures. The superstore chain Borders 
Books and Music cultivates an airy, university-library feel 
— not surprising, since Borders began as an independent 
bookseller in Ann Arbor, Michigan. (After Borders ex- 
panded to 19 stores, Kmart bought the business for 
$190 million in 1992 and built it into a nationwide chain 
before spinning it off in 1995.) 

The superstores now average between 30,000 and 
50,000 square feet each, with more than 150,000 titles. 
That’s five times the size and three to five times the selec- 
tion of the average independent. Big stores aren’t always a 
bad thing; in some suburban and underserved areas, they 
bring book lovers access to a better, deeper selection. But 
in the markets already built and served by strong indepen- 
dent booksellers, competition has been ugly. 

“The chain stores don’t just imitate independents in 
generic ways,” Howorth says. “In Austin, Texas, a 
Barnes & Noble located next to a well-known children’s 
bookstore called Toad Hall got a big toad and put it in 
their children’s section. That’s not something Barnes & 
Noble does in other stores.” Industry insiders say that 
the chains will home in on the local markets of signifi- 
cant independent stores. In Brookline, for instance, 
Barnes & Noble opened a branch right up the block from 


The independents’ share of the market is divided among 
three thousand to four thousand stores, each with a differ- 
ent location, a different owner, and a different buyer mak- 
ing decisions about what to stock. With chains, however, 
an increasing majority of the buying decisions for their en- 
tire share of the market come from the corporate offices of 
just two companies: Barnes & Noble in New York City and 
Borders in Ann Arbor, Michigan. 

“Nationals operate based upon economies of scale,” says 
Harvard’s Kramer, “so central buying is how they want to 
work. If you put a local buyer in every bookstore, your 
costs go up.” Consolidated buying gives the chains dramat- 
ic power over what gets sold. And that power, some say, 
has already had an adverse effect on the market. 

“Through superstore expansion,” says Howorth, “sales 
of 300,000-plus-copy sellers have increased steadily. That 
figure, when taken with the figure that absolute sales have 
decreased, means that so-called midlist books, smaller 
books, marginal authors, and books from small presses are 
simply not making it to print.” 

To Howorth, increasing homogeneity could even explain 
the stagnation of the American book market. “My theory,” 
he says, “is that the market is stimulated by independent 
booksellers. They’re incubators and catalysts for new ideas, 
new authors, and new growth.” 











Independent bookstores 
are banding together in a national 


push fo save their businesses. 
There’s more than nostalgia at stake. 
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“THE CHAINS were a wake-up call,” says Dana Brigham, whose store, Brookline Booksmith, was 
named Bookseller of the Year in 1998 by Publishers Weekly. “The Web is just the next big gorilla.” 


NE OF those new authors is Arthur Golden, a Brook- 

line resident and author of Memoirs of a Geisha. 
Golden credits much of his initial success to the indepen- 
dents’ “hand-selling,” the industry term for talking to a 
customer about the merits of a specific book. “It was a big 
book, 430 pages or so, from an unknown author on an 
exotic subject,” he says. “That’s a three-tiered death sen- 
tence for a new book. My book was absolutely hand-sold 
by the independents. 

“The Wall Street Journal bestsellers list only reports fig- 
ures from the chains, and [Memoirs] didn’t even appear in 
the top 15 for a while. It was one or two or three at most 
indies, and at the same time it wasn’t even on the Wall 
Street Journal list.” 

The book spent two months under the radar before it hit 
the New York Times bestseller list, where it has stayed since 
the fall of 1997. If Golden is right, then in eight weeks the 
indies managed to move a book out of obscurity and into 
the limelight. “Without independents, I don’t know what 
would have come of this book,” he says. 

Golden is far from alone. Barbara Kingsolver wrote a 
lament for a Tucson independent in the Arizona Daily Star, 
saying, “I owe my career to people such as those at the 
Book Mark who first guided readers to my words.” On the 
local level, over at Harvard Book Store, Dan Albano claims

to have single-handedly placed academic titles such as Sex 
and Social Justice, by Martha Nussbaum, or the more ar- 
cane From Stimulus to Science, by W.V. Quine, on the Bos- 
ton Globe’s bestseller list. 

Albano selected those books for author readings, and 
he and the other staff at Harvard also choose the books 
that go in the window displays and featured-book shelves. 
Contrast this with the Barnes & Noble in downtown Bos- 
ton, where the books in the windows and on the promi- 
nent display shelves — as well as the books displayed on 
tables throughout the store — are dictated by marketing 
deals between the corporate office in New York and indi- 
vidual publishers. 

Independent bookstores are not saints in this respect, ei- 
ther: some of them do accept payments for featuring cer- 
tain books in their windows. Some of them might have 
started accepting such payments long ago, according to 
Andy Ross, owner of Cody’s Books in Berkeley, California, 
except that publishers tend to offer the plum packages only 
to the chains. Those types of deals are the subject of a law- 
suit that’s now in discovery in a district court in California. 
Twenty-six independent booksellers are suing Barnes & 
Noble and Borders for engaging in “a pattern and practice 
of soliciting, inducing, and receiving secret, discriminatory,

“It isn’t that independents are all great, or that chains are all 
bad,” says Ross. “The important thing is that they’re all differ- 
ent. It’s the diversity in the distribution of ideas that would 
otherwise be lacking. The chains are much too powerful.” 

By its nature, that power tends to squash the smaller, 
more marginal voices. Neil Gordon, editor of the Boston 
Review’s New Fiction Forum and a long-time veteran of 
the book industry, believes that the corporatization of the 
book world squeezes out books that might not sell, but 
might matter. 

“If you’re only applying economic criteria,” he says, 
“well, then a book that sells only two or three thousand 
copies can’t be sold. A book of that sort is less well stocked 
by chain booksellers, less well handled by big book distribu- 
tors. It has to be. They’re looking to make a profit, and 
they’ve got stockholders to take care of.” 

Gordon, who’s also a novelist, has worked on all sides of 
the book-publishing industry: bookselling, publishing, run- 
ning a Web site. “The problem,” he says, “is that books are 
a particular kind of product. You can’t say that a 
book that sells a million copies is necessarily bet- 
ter. In the future, it [the smaller book] might 
turn out to be a classic. It might, even 
now, be changing people’s lives, just not

as many. Does that book deserve not to be published?” 
These issues may seem abstract. But Cody’s Andy Ross 
points out that they have concrete ramifications. “In 1989, 
when the Iranian government issued its death threat against 
Salman Rushdie, Barnes & Noble, B. Dalton, and Walden- 
books yanked The Satanic Verses from their shelves nation- 
wide,” he says. “Over 1500 bookstores stopped selling The 
Satanic Verses because of a decision by a few corporate ex- 
ecutives. It’s only because independents continued to carry 
the book — at least most of us did, even in the face of con- 
siderable threats — that the book continued to be 
available to the American public.” His own book- 
store was bombed during that time, Ross recalls, but 
he says he’d sell the book again. 
“Had the Rushdie affair occurred today,” Ross 
says, “there are huge markets that would not have 
this book available, because independent bookstores 
no longer exist in many markets.” 


N 1995, a new player entered the book game — 
one that would, incidentally, make it a little harder 
to bomb The Satanic Verses off the shelves. With the 
superstores rolling out at full steam, the Web site 
Amazon.com changed the game entirely, yet again. 
“It’s just our bad luck that the one business that 
has come to be synonymous with the Web is a Net 
bookstore,” says Hillel Stavis, who owns 
WordsWorth Books in Harvard Square. “But it’s 
logical, in a way. The databases that you need to find 
books are consonant with the new technology.” 
Amazon.com was the brainchild of Jeff Bezos, who 
left a venture-capital job in 1995 to pursue a vision- 
ary idea: he took the information that every book- 
store has on its computer and gave the public access 
to it. Then he promised to ship any book in print to 
his customers within days. 
It was radical, but it was also simple. In 
fact, it sounded too simple: early prospec- 
tive investors were wary that in a business 
with such a low barrier to entry, Amazon 
* would soon be squashed by a competitor. 
But Amazon’s real genius was in what 
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business analysts call “building 
its brand” — in other words, 
creating a business people 
didn’t just use, but felt warm 
and fuzzy about. Like the big 
chains, Amazon did this by tak- 
ing a cue from the way inde- 
pendent bookstores operate. 
The site couldn’t create the 
physical feel of a literary den, 
so it did it virtually: Amazon 
solicits scores of customer re- 
views, posts in-house reviews, 
and generates personalized 
reading recommendations for 
customers. Amazon.com will 
even send you an e-mail re- 
minder when the latest Gr- 
isham novel hits its shelves, so 
to speak. With touches like 
that, Amazon built a virtual 
community of readers — es- 
sentially, an online version of a 
friendly neighborhood book- 
store. Says Stavis: “They pio- 
neered automated intimacy.” 
From the beginning, the 
press fawned over Bezos, and 
he made the most of it, deliver- 
ing books to his millionth cus- 
tomer by hand. The result is a 
company with $610 million in 
sales for 1998 and a remark- 
ably loyal following. “Sixty-four 
percent of our business comes 
from repeat customers,” says 
Amazon spokesperson Bill Cur- 
ry, which — in a rapidly grow- 
ing business — means that the 
vast majority of Amazon’s cus- 
tomers come back. Because it 
spends so much on marketing 
and development, Amazon.com 
has yet to turn a profit, but its 
position as the strongest brand 
in Web commerce has pushed 
its market value to between 
$20 billion and $25 billion. 
(Barnes & Noble, by contrast, 
is valued at just over $3 billion; 
Borders, around $1 billion.) 
Amazon’s success caught an 
entire industry off guard — not 
only the independents but also the national chains. Even the 
most cavernous superstore can’t match the convenience of 
shopping from a list of all books in print from your desk at 
home. (This hasn’t been lost on Barnes & Noble, which 
launched its own site in 1997. It then partnered with multi- 
national media giant Bertelsmann AG in October 1998, with 
each company investing $100 million in the venture. Ama- 
zon and barnesandnoble.com are even now locked in an ad- 
vertising battle of my-warehouse-is-bigger-than-yours, but 
with the virtual nature of the debate, it’s hard to tell who’s 
winning.) It’s not hard to imagine the effect of Amazon’s 
seemingly bottomless marketing budget (according to Infor-

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mation Week, Amazon spent $37.5 million on marketing in 
the third quarter of 1998 alone) on the independents whose 
customer-service tactics Amazon is imitating. 

Amazon itself downplays any connection between its rise 
and indies’ decline. “In 1996, our best-selling book was a 
computer book,” says Amazon spokesman Bill Curry. “But 
in 1997, it was [Jon] Krakauer’s Into Thin Air. So at least 
into 1996 we were a niche computer bookseller. We have 
been really selling mainstream in a big way for 1997, 1998, 
and three months of 1999. 

“The unfortunate demise of the indie bookstore,” he 
says, “began long before that.” 

Curry may be right. “Independents had already become at- 
tenuated and marginalized,” says Cody’s Andy Ross. “Ama- 
zon is a little like the straw that’s breaking the camel’s back. 

“The real problem with the Internet bookseller,” he contin- 
ues, “is they don’t seem to have to make money to survive.” 

The truth is that no one knows exactly what effect Ama- 
zon.com will have on the industry. But as it barrels onward, 
the company is forging an entirely new model of book- 
selling, where stock on hand can seem like a matter of per- 
ception, and where nice surroundings are much less impor- 
tant than a customer’s feeling about your business. 

The evolving bookselling model includes some interest- 
ing new features, as well as some questionable old ones. 
The New York Times reported in February that Amazon 
was taking marketing money from publishers in exchange 
for promises to feature certain books on its front page un- 
der the heading “What We’re Reading.” Consumers were 
upset, and expressed their feelings of betrayal in angry 
e-mails to the company. Curry agrees that part of the rea- 
son for this reaction is that Amazon’s customers saw the 
online bookseller in much the same way they see indepen- 
dent bookstores. 

Feelings aside, Amazon is not a neighborhood bookstore. 
But it isn’t exactly a chain, either. Given that its prime “real 
estate” — the screen space that corresponds to a front-of- 
the-store display — is small, Amazon can’t push as many 
bestsellers as the chains. And there is some evidence that 
Amazon, unlike the chains, is having a positive influence on 
sales of midlist books. Overall, it’s too early to tell what ef- 
fect Amazon’s personalized recommendation software, or 
keyword search function, will have on which books get 
sold. It’s possible that for the world of ideas, the cumulative 
effect of online bookselling may not be that bad. For the 
corner bookseller, though, it’s like having another 800- 
pound gorilla to contend with. 


ACED WITH both the chains and Amazon, the indepen- 
dents are banding together for safety. The ABA’s new 
“Book Sense” program — which ABA director of commu- 

nications Len Vlahos calls “a national branding identity 
campaign” — is a move that Brookline Booksmith owner 
Dana Brigham says independent booksellers have been 
“clamoring for for years.” 

As a marketing proposal, Book Sense is an extension of a 
campaign already in place among booksellers on the West 
Coast. Last fall, the Northern California Independent 
Booksellers Association (NCIBA) spent $75,000 on putting 
print ads with the Book Sense logo and some text into local 
newspapers across California. 

The ads read: 


Imagine a place in your neighborhood, committed to 
books and the people who love them. A place where in- 
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sights are shared with delight, and where you enjoy personal service, grounded in a 
passionate knowledge of books. We're independent bookstores with Book Sense, a new 
symbol of excellence in bookselling. And we invite you to shop where the Book Sense 
mark of distinction is proudly displayed. 









Hut Landon, executive director of the NCIBA, coordinated and oversaw the Book 
Sense launch. “We wanted to have a ‘Got Milk?’ campaign for bookstores,” he says. 

In California, the ads generated more than 120 calls to the NCIBA’s offices from curi- 
ous consumers, and Landon says that stores reported a “fantastic” response. 

“I can’t say that their business has gone up 20 percent or anything, but virtually without 
exception, they say that this is a huge morale boost,” he says. “That’s not insignificant. 
We’re finally doing something on a large scale.” 

As it turns out, the ABA has hired the very agency responsible for the “Got Milk?” cam- 
paign, Bozell Worldwide. And the Book Sense tag line, inherited from the California cam- 
paign, is catchy: “Independent stores for independent minds.” 

Landon points out that if the ABA can sign

board, bookstore owners and employees cite the Internet as their biggest current threat. 
They speak with furrowed brows about the numbers of customers who walk out of their 
stores saying, “That’s okay, I’ll just get it on Amazon.” 

The premise behind Amazon is an easy one to exploit: any store can access the database 
of books in print and order any book. Resources are needed only in order to attract the § 
customers, make the site easy to navigate, and get lots of books quickly. In other words, Eapeltetbegae <p 
as the business scales up, it gets expensive. \ 

Some independent stores have already started to sell online, and most have Web sites. 
WordsWorth has an elegant and convenient site, as does Harvard Book Store. And the 
Boston Globe recently reported that local stores are already turning profits online, unlike 
Amazon. But most smaller stores, such as Brookline Booksmith, are still working out the 
online kinks. 

For all its stores, BookSense.com will provide a common set of online tools. The 
ABA has signed a deal with a company called Muze to provide the database of book in- 
formation, and with a Web developer called iXL to design and develop a central Book 
Sense site. 

Starting in August, stores that don’t already have Web sites will be able to drop infor- 
mation into ready-made Web templates provided by BookSense.com. Stores with existing 
sites will be able to hook them up to a common “back end,” giving customers access to a 
database and fulfillment resources that match Amazon’s. Customers will be able to look 
up their nearest independent by zip code, and then order books directly from the nearest 
store; they'll also be able to determine which books are actually in the store, which will 
sometimes mean faster service than even Amazon’s quickest delivery. 

For all its possible convenience, the plan also carries certain risks. If bookstores aren’t 
careful, shared content and templatized Web sites — to say nothing of a national “brand- 
ing” campaign — could encourage the very homogeneity that the ABA is trying to fight. 

“The challenge is to make this not feel like a franchise,” says Landon. “It’s a collection 
of stores.” The ABA’s Vlahos says that the Book Sense stores are “going to have to be 
good about populating their sites with local content, about changing the content, promot- 
ing local events.” 

But ultimately, Vlahos says, Book Sense will simply help independents cement what 
they’ve already got in each of their markets. “If you see a recommendation from Harvard 
Book Store,” says Vlahos, “that recommendation is branded for you in a way that Amazon 
and Barnes & Noble can never brand it. Their recommendation doesn’t carry the same 
kind of weight, and trust, that an independent-bookstore recommendation carries.” 

For Howorth, it’s not just a matter of business. “Every one of us realizes what’s at 
stake, for society, for a healthy reading society,” he says.

Such a fate perhaps awaits this year’s 
Best of the Festival, Cambridge filmmaker 
William Roth’s Floating. Tonily produced, 
with an impressive cast (Norman Reedus, 
Chad Lowe, Casey Affleck), it’s an offbeat 
coming-of-age tale that lives up to its title 
with its blithe style. Van (Reedus), a high- 
school graduate whose dreams of a college 
swimming scholarship dim when his dad 
loses his legs in a car accident, befriends 
Doug (Lowe), a kid who moves into his 
old home. Doug’s dad is a macho 
martinet, the antithesis of Van’s 
wheelchair-bound, alcoholic old man, and 
the pair’s bond threatens to go beyond 
mere friendly wrestling. With its 
melodrama tempered by its true-to-life 
teen characterizations and authentic 
performances, Floating might well some 
day catch a studio’s eye at Park City. 

Despite the success of Floating and an 
overall increase in feature entries, Damonte

acknowledges that documentaries dominate 
the festival and independent filmmaking in 
New England in general. “There’s the long 
tradition of documentary filmmaking here 
continued by the film and video 
community. You see more diversity and 
quality in documentaries here than those 
produced anywhere else.” 

That includes Cambridge filmmaker 
Nick Kurzon’s Super Chief, winner of the 
Best Documentary award, a deceptively 
genial look at a tribal election that proves 
to be a Frank Capra—esque microcosm of 
the American political process at work. 
And Raise the Dead, by Newton’s James 
Rutenbeck, a vivid, sympathetic 
documentary about Southern 
fundamentalist faith healers, which was 
chosen Best Independent Film. Another 
documentary honored is Theme: Murder, 
by Brookline’s Martha Swetzoff, a 
lacerating but restrained exploration of 
her father’s murder and its impact on her 
life and that of her family. It received a 
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Special Jury Award. 

Each of these films is distinguished by 
the passion and commitment of those who 
made them. That’s a contrast to the recent 
trend where independent filmmakers seem 
in it only for the fame and the money — an 
attitude wryly satirized in Stern’s Park City. 
“That opportunism has come with the 
notoriety independent film has recently 
received,” says Damonte. “But it’s not the 
attitude of this festival. If a filmmaker is 
looking to get rich and famous, they’ve 
probably moved to New York or LA. 

“Here in New England the community is 
strongly supportive of one another. 
Everyone knows everyone else and works 
on each other’s projects. But I think it’s 
reached a coming of age and is poised to 
explode.”

Hip-hop at Harvard 


hey’re not teaching Beatboxing 101 at 

Harvard just yet, but the hallowed 
school’s Black Students Association is 
bringing hip-hop culture to the ivy-covered 
Yard in the form of a conference — 
prophetically titled “The Next Level” — 
next Friday and Saturday. The last time 
Harvard hosted a hip-hop conference, in 
1997, the theme was “Life After Death,” or 
more specifically, hip-hop’s continued 
existence following the murders of Tupac 
Shakur and the Notorious B.1.G. Candice 
Hoyes, co-chair this time around, says the 
state of hip-hop in 1999 has created a 
similarly urgent impetus. “The focus this 
time,” she explains, “is minority 
empowerment, educating college students 
and people of color about the structure of 
the music industry so that they can make a 
tangible impact in the market. This idea 
really grew out of the fact that hip-hop 
culture has become the dominant youth 
culture in America — hip-hop fashion, hip- 
hop sports, hip-hop McDonald’s ads, it’s 
everywhere. We want to educate minorities 
so they can have an active role in its 
growth,” 


In other words, the Ivy 
League isn’t purporting to 
explain hip-hop to headz. It’s 
just that when the most popular 
rap album in the country is by 
none other than Mr. Slim 
Shady himself, a little practical 
advice from the university that 
brought us the Harvard 
Business School might be in 
order — suddenly, issues of 
minority empowerment and 
involvement in hip-hop 
couldn’t be more appropriate. And the 
organizers of “The Next Level” have time 
on their side. Boston is slowly becoming a 
city with a visible hip-hop scene. The last 
few months have seen almost weekly shows 
around the city by underground acts and 
big-name MCs, so the conference is also a 
step toward establishing a local hip-hop 
support structure. 

And even though the conference is being 
held at Harvard, says Hoyes, it aims to 
reach out to the surrounding community. 
“We want to make an impact on Boston by

Mother knows least in Hideous Kinky 
BY PETER KEOUGH Lost innocence is tough to recover, especially 


that of another time. Scottish filmmaker Gillies MacKinnon is better 
than most at doing so without sentimentality or cynicism. His 


autobiographical Small Faces cap- 
tured the shattering of adolescence 
in that quintessentially adolescent 
year, 1968. Less successful was 
Regeneration, his attempt to come 
to grips with the broken idcals of 
the generation lost to World War I. 
He’s back in form with the unfor- 
tunately titled Hideous Kinky, a 
tale of the search for truth and 
happiness and related illusions and 
untidiness set in the post-Crosby- 
Stills-and-Nash wonderland of 
Marrakesh in 1972. 

What distinguishes this 
Cambellian quest from most of its 
sort is that the hero is not only a 
woman but a mother with two very 
forthright young daughters. Lost in 
a nightmare of labyrinthine alleys 
and marketplace horrors reminis- 
cent of The Sheltering Sky, Julia 
(Kate Winslet in a performance 
marking her as one of the screen’s 
most vivid presences) awakes to 
find herself in a cheap Moroccan 
hotel room with her easy-going six- 
year-old, Lucy (Carrie Mullan), 
asking her whether it’s Christmas 
yet. It is indeed, and as they go 
through the presents — truffle 
paste, tickets to a London concert

user's central nervous system by 
means of a veiny, pulsing 
“UmbyCord” inserted into an anal- 
looking “Bioport” — surgically 
implanted into the base of the 
spine. Although the software is 
decidedly flesh-bound and icky, the 
result is a meta-world of conflict 
and thrills without consequences, 
bringing the illusion of liberation 
from the material here-and-now. 
For some “Realists,” though, 
this is all blasphemy.

It’s an arresting image, but 
derivative and gratuitous — the 
gun made flesh made a much big- 
ger impact in Cronenberg’s far 
more disturbing Videodrome, as 
did the whole notion of the meta- 
morphosis of the body into 
machinery and vice versa (a theme 
also explored in Cronenberg’s 
masterpicce, The Fly). 

Similarly, the subsequent tale of 
escape from and confrontation 
with nebulous conspiratorial 
forces, not to mention that old 
chestnut the nature of reality, has 
been brought to light by the film- 
maker with more conviction in the 
likes of Scanners and Naked 
Lunch. Neither does Cronenberg 
secm to be taking too scriously the 
parallels to eXistenZ’s ostensible 
inspiration — the Islamic fatwa 
against Salman Rushdic. But after 
his portentous and pretentious 
Crash got burned by critics, audi- 
ences, and the ratings board, 
maybe he deserves a chance to be 
playful about subjects that arc tor- 
menting, irrcsolvable, and gencral-

their departure are one of Kinky’s 
unexpected emotional epiphanies. 

Given such adult childishncss, 
the children have to pick up the 
slack, and though Winslet and 
Taghmaoui scize the screen, it’s 
through the eyes of Lucy and Bea 
that we see the redolent, rococo 
splendor of their surroundings (the 
film is adapted from a novel by 
Esther Freud about her childhood 
in Morocco under similar circum- 
stances). And it’s the girls’ enthusi- 
asm — few movies evoke the child- 
ish imagination as accuratcly as 
this one, with its bedtime stories 
about lonely carpets and “the Black 
Hand” — that gets chastened: they 
realize that it’s all fun and games 
until the money is gone, and that 
adults have less of a clue about 
what’s going on than they do. 

This is particularly true of Bea, 
who when asked by Lucy what she 
wants to be when she grows up 
says, “Normal.” Her patience runs 
out once Bilal does (the dynamics 
among the three girls and the 
benighted, beguiling male is one of 
Kinky’s many subtle pleasures), and 





when her mother threatens to head 
out on another expedition to see the 
sheikh, abandoning the cushy lodg- 
ings they've secured in the palace of 
a friendly European acquaintance, 
she balks. No more Arabian Nights 
for her — she wants to go to school, 
and taking the part of a diminutive 
voice of reason, she assures her 
mother that she will be there when 
and if mom comes to her senses. 
That scts in motion a mclodra- 
matic turn for the worse, as Kinky 
drops its sometimes confusing but 
generally truc-to-life formlcssness 
for that hoary device, the endan- 
gered-child scenario. At a certain 
point, too, Julia passes from stub- 
born idcalism to criminal negli- 
gence, and a scene in which she 
redcems herself in a confrontation 
with a blucnose in an orphanage 
seems not altogether deserved. 
But this is a film about the luxury 
of being non-judgmental, of spiri- 
tual generosity before it’s shrunk- 
en by diminished cxpcctations. 
Hideous Kinky recovers that frag- 
ile state of mind and vindicates its 
innocence. fae 





ly shunned by movic studios and 
audiences looking for a good time. 

And so, after the assassination 
attempt, eXistenZ turns into a kind 
of cyber-road movie, as Allegra 
flees with the help of Ted Pikul (a 
bewildered Jude Law), an office 
drone for the Antenna Research 
Corporation, which manufactures 
her games. They seck refuge at a 
ski chalet run by her crony Kiri 
Vinokur (lan Holm with the worst 
Russian accent since John 
Malkovich in Rounders), where 
Allegra determines that to get to 
the root of the problem she and 
Ted must both log on to 
“eXistenZ.” 

The game, though, proves a dud. 
Ted, a neophyte to the experience 
(a scene in which Willem Dafoe 
implants Ted’s Bioport with a 
device the size of a jackhammer is 
onc of eXistenZ’s many redeeming 
double-cntendres), expresses 


ecstatic wonder when he tunes in 
and finds himself — in a comput- 
cr-game store! As the scenario 
develops, some of Cronenberg’s 
characteristic kinky, carnal wit 








comes to the fore. Don McKellar 
as a flaky, Slavic proprietor of a 
factory manufacturing mutant 
amphibians for computer parts and 
Asian cuisine serves up a particu- 
larly satisfying portion of the 
grotesque and hilarious. 

Yet the virtual world of 
eXistenZ won't make anyonc 
question the one we live in: the 
game touches on the appeal of 
disposable lives and death as a 
gateway to a next level of experi- 
ence that computer games offer, 
but without compelling passion or 
detail. Undoubtedly Croncnberg’s 
intent is as much satirical, if not 
self-parodic, as philosophical; 
he’s created a send-up of the 
entertainment industry as all-con- 
suming devourer of individuality 
and genuine experience. 
Nonetheless, it seems perverse to 
sacrifice such an outstanding cast 
to wooden performances in order 
to point out that movies and tele- 
vision have detcriorated into car- 
toons. In eXistenZ, play might be 
the thing, but all it’s likely to cap- 
ture is passing attention. &

Dream girl 


Fassbinder’s hard-hearted Hanna 


BY JEFFREY GANTZ = Toward the end of Fernando Trueba’s new 


La nifia de tus ojos (“The Girl of Your Dreams”), which is about a 
Spanish film troupe in 1938 Berlin, Magda Goebbels — Joseph’s wife 


— makes an appearance. This 
large stout woman illuminates the 
screen with her radiating intelli- 
gence and commanding presence, 
but it wasn’t till the credits rolled 
(at the Berlin Film Festival back in 
February) that I realized who the 
actress is: Hanna Schygulla. 

From 1969 to 1980, Schygulla 
was a Rainer Werner Fassbinder 
regular, appearing in such films as 
Liebe ist kalter als der Tod (“Love 
Is Colder Than Death”), Die bit- 
teren Trdnen der Petra von Kant 
(“The Bitter Tears of Petra von 
Kant”), Effi Briest, Die Ehe der 
Maria Braun (“The Marriage of 
Maria Braun”), Die dritte 
Generation (“The Third 
Generation”), and Lili Marleen. 
Blonde, leggy, and full of life, she 
was the closest thing Germany 
had to a Marlene Dietrich or a 
Marilyn Monroe; the poster for 
The Marriage of Maria Braun, 
with Schygulla in hat, camisole, 
nylons, and high heels, was world- 
wide pin-up material. This 
Tuesday (April 27), the Harvard 
Film Archive is showing The 
Marriage of Maria Braun (1978) 
and Lili Marleen (1980) as part of 
its “New German Cinema” series, 
providing a good opportunity to 
get reacquainted with both 
Schygulla and Fassbinder. 

The Marriage of Maria Braun 
(which got the Silver Bear at Berlin 
in 1979, behind Peter Lilienthal’s 
David) made Fassbinder an inter- 
national star; Lili Marleen was a

flop. The odd thing is that they’re 
essentially the same movie, the first 
set in the post-war years (it ends in 
1954, at the moment when the 
German national soccer team wins 
its first World Cup), the second 
during WW2. In both, Schygulla 
plays a woman who loves a man 
she can’t be with. Hermann Braun 
(Klaus Léwitsch) is sent off to the 





front after half a day and a whole

night of marriage to Maria; he’s 
reported dead and she takes up 
with an American GI, but when 
Hermann unexpectedly reappears, 
Maria slugs the GI with a bottle 
and he dies. Hermann takes the rap 
and goes to jail; Maria gets a job 
with a manufacturer and becomes 
her boss’s mistress so as to make a 
future for herself and Hermann. In

chanteuse Willie falls for Jewish 
Underground member Robert 
(Giancarlo Giannini), but his dis- 
trusting father (Mel Ferrer) gets 
her thrown out of Switzerland, 
whereupon she records “Lili 
Marleen” and becomes the toast of 
Nazi Germany, all the while still 
loving Robert. 

With Lola and Veronika Voss 
| (both 1981), The Marriage of Maria 
Braun and Lili Marleen make up 
Fassbinder’s unofficial “Mata-Haris 
| of the German Economic Miracle” 
| quartet; all four feed off the dialec- 
| tic between love and money. What 
Schygulla introduces into her pair is 
a strain of German romantic ideal- 
ism. At her trial, Maria tries to

explain that she was enamored of 
the American GI but loves her hus- 
band, a distinction (between ver- 
lieben and lieben in German) that’s 
lost on her prosecutors. She closes a 
deal with an American businessman 
by spending a half-hour alone with 
him — and in a Henry Jamesian 
touch, Fassbinder declines to show 
or tell us what happens, as if to say 





it’s not important and none of our 
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| business. Visiting Hermann in 
| prison, she doesn’t hesitate to tell 
him that she’s sleeping with her 
boss. Even that relationship eventu- 
ally reduces to the essentials: Maria 
rings up her boss, says, “Herr 
Oswald, I need someone to sleep 
with,” hangs up. Willie becomes a 
Berlin celebrity through Nazi 
patronage; Fassbinder doesn’t tell 
us whether she has to sell her body, 
but of course by propping up the 
German war effort she’s selling out 
Robert’s people, so she tries to help 
by smuggling out concentration- 
camp film. 

It’s all hopeless, of course. At the 
outset Robert’s too cowed by his 
father to run away with Willie. 
Later his father tells him she’s dead; 
when Willie makes her way back to 
Zurich after the war, she finds that 
Robert has married a nice Jewish 
girl. And Hermann would have 
been smarter to have Maria plead 
rape and self-defense. When he 
finally turns up on the doorstep of 
the house Maria has bought for 
them, it transpires that he’s made a 
deal with her boss, a deal that 
destroys her faith in him, in their 
future. Worse, they’re strangers 
with nothing in common — her 
idealism melts in face of reality. 
Maria Braun’s shooting script had 
the film ending 4 la Jules et Jim, 
with Maria driving the car she and 
Hermann are in over an embank- 
ment; but the actual explosive con- 
clusion is scarcely less ambiguous. 

Fassbinder’s heroines do what 
they have to do, and Fassbinder 
challenges us to say they could have 
done more. Yet Schygulla does. In a 
duplicitous, conniving, money-talks 
world (Fassbinder stacks the deck 
by having both Hermann and Willie 
reported dead), her face keeps light- 
ing up, as if she were discovering 
something Fassbinder had over- 
looked. The way Maria runs about 
the house getting ready for 
Hermann’ (Fassbinder’s _ ironic 
counterpoint to the soccer action) 
suggests there’s something out there 
worth running for. Twenty years 
later, Schygulla has stopped run- 
ning (or perhaps that stoutness is 
Magda’s and not her own), but 
she’s still sexy, still smart, still the 
girl of your dreams. # 





Fly boys 


Pushing Tin’s unfriendly skies

7000 flights a day in and out of 
Kennedy, La Guardia, and 
Newark. Eyes watery, jaws 
clenched, they hunch before their 
instruments like little boys in 
front of a video game. And boys 
they are, cutting the tension of 
the job with shenanigans worthy 
of fraternity rush week. 
Fast-talking Nick Falzone 
(John Cusack) is a master of this 
universe. No one’s better at tak- 
ing a jumble of planes and lining 
them up in a perfect vector 
(“like Rockettes’) and easing 
them down to the tarmac. Then 
Russell Bell (Billy | Bob 
Thornton) gets transferred into 
New York’s Terminal Radar | 
Approach Control Center, a/k/a 
Tracon. Half-Choctaw and all 
Zen, Russell is a man of few 
words, but his reputation pre- 





cedes him. Soon enough he’s 


It’s a big sky out there. Or so the stressed-out 
air-traffic controllers bunkered down in the vicinity of New York’s 
three major airports tell themselves, over and over, as they maneuver 


showing the other controllers 
that his gift for “pushing tin” 
outdoes Nick’s. 

Based on a terrific New York 
Times magazine cover story, 
Pushing Tin plays for laughs the 
inherent insanity of the air-traf- 
fic biz, where overworked, over- 
tired, overstimulated guys make 
split-second decisions that affect 
the lives of every flyer. The 
Times noted that the system has 
flirted with disaster since the 
government broke the con- 
trollers’ union after a bitter 
strike in 1981. Pushing Tin 
leaves most of that out, choosing 
instead to get comic mileage out 
of the escalating rivalry between 
the Nick and Russell and the 
zany camaraderie that surrounds 
them. It’s a feud that comes to 
include their wives, patient 
Connie Falzone (Cate Blanchett) 








and sad and sexy Mary Bell 
(Angelina Jolie). 

Screenwriters Les and Glen 
Charles created Cheers, among 
other television classics, mean- 
ing they know their way around 
a workplace comedy. Here, neu- 
rotic behavior amounts to more 
than whether Sam will kiss 
Diane. Stress forces one of 
every two controllers to wash 
out. Others secretly hope to 
cause enough near-misses to be 
kicked upstairs. One defrocked 
veteran thinks he can make it 
back to his scopes. But the gang 
takes bets on whether this time 
around,. he’ll even make it 
through the doorway to Tracon. 
He doesn’t. Meanwhile, the 
wives share their own war sto- 
ries at suburban barbecues. The 
guys won’t make decisions, the 





ladies complain, because they 





make so many on the job. But 
it’s worth staying married to a 
controller, even if you’re his 
second or third or fourth wife: 
his six-figure salary is plenty to 
support a family, with enough 
left over to treat the inevitable 
nervous breakdown. 

Just as he made the world of 
small-time hoodlums memorable 
in Donnie Brasco, director Mike 
Newell fondly captures cookie-cut- 
ter suburbia in Pushing Tin. The 
film persuasively re-creates the

eerie subterranean womb where 
the men work. Yet it’s the scenes at 
two-bit diners or homy Italian 
restaurants that give the movie its 
heart and soul.

and even Connie swoons a little 
when he takes the mike. 

By this point, Russell’s calm 
under pressure is getting on Nick’s 
frayed nerves. Then Nick runs into 
Mary weeping and alone in the 
aisle of a supermarket and they 
share a drunken evening together. 
In a few short scenes, Angelina 
Jolie transforms the opaque char- 
acter into something special. The 
pieces don’t quite fit — is she real- 
ly meant to be only 19? — but 
Jolie’s bruised charisma makes 
Mary more than the sum of the 
parts. Barely recognizable under 
teased blond hair, Cate Blanchett 
has the less flashy role as Connie. 
With a Long Island accent that 
doesn’t falter, this gifted Australian 
actress proves she can do far more 
than costume dramas. 

As the rivalry boils over and the 
controllers lose control, Pushing 
Tin gropes toward a conclusion, 
leaning on the outlandishness 
button a little too hard.

In the competition for the small share of 


their attention that American distributors, exhibitors, critics, and 
audiences can spare foreign filmmakers, two Iranian directors — Abbas 


Kiarostami and Mohsen 
Makhmalbaf — are way ahead of | 
their countrymen. In Iran, howev- | 
er, the most highly regarded of 
them all is Dariush Mehrjui. The 
retrospective of Mehrjui’s work 
that’s touring North America, and 
has now landed at the Museum of 
Fine Arts, is a vindication. | 

With his second effort, the | 

extraordinary The Cow (Gaav, 
1970; April 24 at 3:45 p.m.), 
Mehrjui became the first Iranian 
director to be noticed in the West. 
The film takes place in a remote 
village whose few inhabitants live 
primitively, under constant threat 
of attack from a shadowy trio of 
foreign marauders. The only cow 
in the village belongs to one 
Hassan, and he is single-mindedly 
devoted to it. When the cow is 
found dead, the other villagers 
decide to bury it and tell Hassan 
that it ran away. Unable to cope 
with his loss, Hassan retreats to his 
barn and gradually assumes the 
animal’s identity. 

Never quite readable either as a 
simple neo-realist fable or as some 
poor relation of magic realism, The 
Cow is from the start a striking, 
elliptical piece. The village settings 
have the drained, slab-like direct- 
ness of experimental theater; the 
actors, escaping stereotype (the 
acting in Mehrjui films is always 
great), create through gesture and

motion sharp images of life in con- 
tinual flux. Already in this early 
work, Mehrjui shows a formal 
boldness recalling Pier Paolo 
Pasolini (whose work he certainly 
knew) and Nagisa Oshima: break- 
ing up the straightforward narra- 
tive, night sequences become eeri- 
ly disconnected studies in chaotic 
encounters and visions, further 
pushed toward abstraction by the 
striking prepared-piano score by 
Hormoz Farhat. 

The hero’s position is rigorously 
logical but fatally flawed: nothing is 
good but my cow; good must exist; 
if there is no cow, I must be the 
cow. His dedication to this belief is 
a protest, in the face of which the 
other villagers band together. Only 
when the protest is silenced can the 
common rituals of life continue. 

In his spare time a translator of 
Marcuse, Mehrjui faced many 
difficulties with the shah’s censor- 
ship; his fifth feature, The Cycle 
(Dayereh Mina, 1977; April 30 at

8 p.m.), an account of illegal 
blood trafficking in Teheran, was 
denied release for three years. 
The 1979 revolution brought a 
new set of censors. Mehrjui spent 
several years in France, where he 
made a film about Rimbaud (not 
included in this series); after 
returning to Iran in the improved 
filmmaking climate of the late 
’80s, he made two films widely 
considered his best. The Tenants 
(Ejare Neshinha, 1987; May 1 at 
3:45 p.m.) is a satire in which the 
tenants of a crumbling apartment 
building band together against a 
slimy realtor. In Hamoon (1990; 
May 15 at 3:15 p.m.), a portrait 
of an intellectual whose life is 
falling apart, Mehrjui sought to 
depict his generation’s post-revo- 
lutionary turn from politics to 
mysticism. 

Leila (1997; May 22 at 1 p.m.) 
is a brilliantly directed melodrama 
about an urban, upper-middle- 
class couple who learn that the 
wife is unable to bear children. 
Under pressure from her mother- 
in-law, the wife gradually per- 
suades the husband to take a sec- 
ond wife. The film handles the 
couple’s plight movingly; in the 
cajoling, hinting mother, always 
calling their house the moment 
they walk through the door, it also 
has an utterly believable portrait 
— rare in films — of ordinary evil.

Dolorosa. She dreams of being 
devoured by jaguars; he’s the 
kind of guy who wears snakeskin 
boots with the heads still 
attached.

Leila is far from being an entirely 
dark work. There’s no way for the 
wife not to appear masochistic or 
for the husband not to appear hyp- 
ocritical, weak, and contemptible; 
yet the film never loses its compas- 
sion and humor, and its evocation 
of the symbolism of everyday life 
has beauty and mystery. We’re left 
to ask ourselves how we would act 
in the same situation. 

Mehrjui’s latest, The Pear Tree 
(Derakht-e Golabi, 1998; April 23 
at 8 p.m.), marks a slight retreat. A 
famous writer (Homayon Ershadi, 
the suicidal hero of Kiarostami’s 
incredible Taste of Cherry) returns 
to the country home of his child- 
hood to work on a book. During 
his bouts of writer’s block, he finds 
himself running through memories 
of his impossible first love. The 
Pear Tree is filled with visual tri- 








umphs: the contrast between 
muted, gauzy interiors and bright 
yellow exteriors; the lingering 
fade-outs; the Renoirian eroticism 
of the scene in which the young 
hero watches his beloved sleeping. 
The metaphor that organizes all 
these images — the barren pear 
tree in the orchard — is almost too 
strong for the film, and in repeat- 
edly returning to it, Mehrjui seems 
about to tip into the obvious at any 
moment. Fortunately, the film 
maintains to the end its balance 
and delicacy. 

Speaking of writer’s block . . . 
among the Mehrjuis not in the 
series, I particularly missed Pari 
(1995), his unauthorized adapta- 
tion of J.D. Salinger’s Franny and 
Zooey. It was pulled from the 
series because of legal threats 
from Salinger. aE

Is life a game, as David Cronenberg’s eXisienZ postulates, 
or is it a bad prison rap, as this new Eddie Murphy movie 
maintains? Either way, it’s a rare occasion when 
Hollywood releases two such metaphysically monikered 
movies on the same day. Directed by Ted Demme, Life 
pairs Murphy with Martin Lawrence as Ray and Claude, 
two mismatched buddies serving the title term in a 
Mississippi State Prison after being falsely convicted of 
murder in 1932. 

In a belabored set-up the pair — Ray a sleazy con man, 
Claude a finicky bank teller — are thrown together by mis- 
chance into driving a truck full of moonshine from down 
South back to Harlem, only to get framed by a redneck 
sheriff for killing a gambler. What follows is the lighter 
side of hard labor, Cool Hand Luke by way of Beverly Hills 
Cop, and the film doesn’t really gel until the troublesome 
decades of the "60s and ’70s are montaged over and the 
actors can layer on the old-man make-up and mannerisms.

This is Spike and Mike’s other animation festival, the 
squiggly, neurotic Dr. Katz to Sick and Twisted’s Cartman. 
Of the 14 animated shorts in the 90-minute program, a 
whopping 12 are holdovers from last year’s festival — not 
a good sign for the cartoon crowd’s cutting edge. But 
there’s one real star here: 23-year-old Don Hertzfeldt, 
who says more about the trials of modern romance with a 
few minutes of his maladjusted stick figures in “Lily and 
Jim” and the gruesome, gleefully puerile “Ah LAmour” 
than, say, Kevin Smith did in all of Chasing Amy.

If only it were that much. Following the baleful examples 
of such coyly transgressive films as The Opposite of Sex 
and 200 Cigarettes, P.J. Castellaneta’s smug and smarmy 
modern-relationship comedy tries to be oh so hip about 
alternative lifestyles but barely reaches the Hallmark Card 
level of emotional maturity. Set in LA and loosely told 
from the point of view of lovelorn, wanna-be playwright 
Vincey (Mitchell Anderson, who resembles Zonker in 
Doonesbury), it relates the touchy-feely misadventures of 
his extended family of friends and fellow misfits. Included 
are Jennifer Tilly’s shrill and matronly Tara (“I'll stop 
being a fag hag when you stop being a fag!”), Lori Petty’s 
Woody Harrelson clone Robin (“I’m gonna get my 
truck!”), and the requisite crew of multicultural gay and 
straight whiners.

METROLAND 


Based on the novel by Julian Barnes, Metroland is a kinder, 
gentler British rendition of The Ice Storm.

MIGHTY PEKING MAN 


The combination of back projection, bad 

matte work, miniatures, and a man in a 

monster suit in this 1977 Hong Kong 

cult film (now being re-released by 

Quentin Tarantino) about a giant 

humanoid ape who lives in the 
Himalayan jungle recalls Japan’s monster epics. But 
Mighty Peking Man has qualities that put it way to the left 
of even the most insane Japanese films. Above all, it has 
Samantha (Evelyne Kraft), a blonde jungle goddess who 
never wears more than a pasted-on animal-skin bikini and 
whom Peking Man has mentored since her childhood 
(when the hero asks about her parents, she shows him a 
wrecked plane in which two rotting corpses are still seat- 
ed). 

Samantha tames not only Peking Man but all wild crea- 
tures; at one point, director Ho Meng-Hwa conveys the 
idea that an elephant and a leopard are sad she’s going 
away. During the action scenes, frenzied cutting induces 
that higher state of panic and vertigo that eludes more 
respectable fantasy films. The last third of the film is an all- 
out assault on modernity. No more cogent image of the 
idiocy of mass entertainment has been put on film than the 
scene in which a huge crowd gathers in a stadium to pelt 
Peking Man with candy and watch his tug of war with toy 
trucks. Midnights at the Coolidge Corner.

NITSCH 98 


Cecilia Miniucchi’s new documentary explores the rarely 
seen work of an artist who claims his work cannot be effec 
tively documented: Hermann Nitsch, whose “Orgies 
Mysteries Theatre” has outraged the media in his native 
Austria and widely influenced performance artists around 
the world. “My work affects all of the senses,” he insists, 
“language is not strong enough.” The film chronicles 
Nitsch’s exhibit at the Museum of Contemporary Art in LA, 
as well as the rehearsal of his “Six Day Play” on the grounds 
of Prinzendorf Castle, his private estate near Vienna. 
Similar in tone to the “happenings” of the 1970s, 
Nitsch’s examples of Abstract Expressionism and action 
painting make Pollock and Warhol look like Grandma 
Moses. His performances, always for small audiences, 
involve dozens of actors, musicians, and assistants — and 
plenty of offal. The controversy stems from his effusive use 
of blood and animal carcasses, including lots of disem- 
boweling. Pale, naked models are splashed with red paint, 
blood, and organs, with some live crucifixion and copula- 
tion thrown in for good measure. Oh and it’s all accompa- 
nied by discordant music 
played on strings, brass, 
and kettledrums. Don’t 
miss this viscera-throt- 
tling film experience — 
but do skip dinner before- 
hand. At the Harvard Film 
Archive April 23.

Directed by Dave Meyers 
and out of rapper/entre- 
preneur Master P’s No 
Limit empire, Foolish 
proffers its title character, 
stand-up comic Foolish 
Waise (played by stand- 
up comic Eddie Griffin), 
as a troubled, hilarious 
genius.

BY CAROLYN CLAY In We Won't Pay! We Won’t Pay!, Lucy and Ethel 
hold up a grocery store — except that the Ricardos and the Mertzes are 
Italian, the episode goes on for two and a half hours, and the writer of the 


teleplay is Marxist farceur and 
Nobel laureate Dario Fo. To my 
mind a more gifted clown than 
dramatist, Fo was honored by the 
Swedish Academy for his fusions 
of commedia dell’arte and agit- 
prop, of which the 1970 Accidental 
Death of an Anarchist is probably 
the best-known, though the 1974 
We Won't Pay! We Won't Pay! is 
more often exported. Written at a 
time of spiraling inflation in Italy, 
the Milan-set play is part pratfall, 
part rallying call — though the two 
are not perfectly integrated. The 
careering farce sometimes slows to 
idle so that the greed and exploita- 
tion of “the bosses” can be 
addressed or Fo can go off on a 
tangent about, say, the misuse of 
sex in advertising. And the play’s 
politics are as broadside as its 
“commie-dy.” Still, if Trinity Rep is 
no hot plate of Milanese Maoists, it 
is one roiling cauldron of comic 
energy. And the troupe gives We 
Won't Pay! We Won’t Pay! a run for 
its money. 

Director Amanda Dehnert and 
company do not relocate the play 
to Federal Hill (as another 
Providence troupe did a few years 
ago) — though they are utilizing a 
blunt, profanity-shot “North 
American version” by San 
Francisco Mime Troupe founder 
R.G. Davis. The show is per- 





formed as if it were entertainment 
at an Italian street festival, its 
makeshift set installed between 
cappuccino-and-biscotti bars 
(dispensing drinks and snacks at 
intermission), before cut-outs of 
apartment buildings, the air space 
criss-crossed with clothes lines 
bearing socks, underwear, and 
Italian flags. Dominating the play- 
ing space is a two-story, neon- 
limned cut-out of Pope Paul with a 
door through his robes. “Is that 
big enough-a pope or what?” a 
player identifying himself as Sal 
Minella asks the audience. 

The plot is set in motion when 
enterprising housewife and factory 
worker Antonia bursts into her 
apartment, accompanied by neigh- 
bor Margherita and multiple sacks 
of hot groceries. There has been an 
insurrection at the local supermar- 
ket, the shoppers protesting impos- 
sibly high prices by setting their 
own (including five-finger dis- 
count). “It was like a party,” 
Antonia exults, because of the “sol- 
idarity.” 

Trouble is, the ladies need to 
hide their stash not only from the 
local constabulary (who do indeed 
conduct a house-to-house search 
for the liberated foodstuffs) but 
from Antonia’s husband, Giovanni, 
a strait-laced assembly-line worker 
put off by “extremists.” Giovanni

(The lampoons and /azzi of Fo’s 
own one-man show, the brilliant 
Mistero Buffo, are far more 
provocative; when it aired on 
Italian television in 1977, the 
Vatican labeled it “the most blas- 
phemous spectacle in television 
history.”) 

The Trinity cast, the crew (who 
make a few appearances, headsets 
and all), and a trio of musicians 
(who also impersonate police vans 
and ambulances) get into the spir- 
it of the enterprise, though. So 
does the audience, which at one 
point is enjoined to hand down 
bags of smuggled flour and sugar 
from the back of the theater to the 
stage. I had a little trouble with the 
Italian stereotyping, complete with 
modified accents, bad clothes, and 
“Mambo Italiano.” But for all that, 
the actors render their brassy char- 
acters with heart. And the physical 
comedy is pulled off, for the most 
part, with panache. At one point, 
Fred Sullivan Jr., hilariously over- 
the-top as the good cop/bad cop 
(among other roles), has to skittle 
not only between parts but 
between hanging in a closet as the 
ostensibly dead carabiniere and 
popping out of manholes as a 
ghoulish, bespectacled fish of an 
undertaker. Janice Duclos doesn’t 
get to do that, but sometimes, 
when parked at the center of the 
craziness like the eye of a hurri- 
cane, she steals the show with her 
looks of sheer panic. For my 
money, We Won’t Pay! We Won't 
Pay! is more belabored than 
uproarious. But cast and specta- 
tors, mixing it up like a can of nuts, 
seem to have fun. And Fo’s heart is 
in the right left place. * 





It's a breeze 


Wheelock Tempest won't blow you away 
BY ROBERT DAVID SULLIVAN The winds that blew The Tempest 


into the Wheelock Family Theatre bent a few vowels out of shape. The 
sorcerer Prospero is now Prospera, and the minor character of Gonzalo 


has similarly crossed the gender 
divide to become Gonzala. The 
scheming Stephano keeps his 
cojones, but now he’s played by a 
woman (brassy Bobbie Steinbach). 
Gender-bending and multicul- 
tural casting are typical of 
Wheelock’s family-friendly pro- 
ductions, and director James P. 
Byrne’s take on The Tempest is 
nothing if not family-friendly. 
Comic relief takes center stage 
here, and the youthful audience is 
most alert when “savage slave” 
Caliban (Robert Saoud) is rolling 
around on the floor. The jester 
Trinculo is also a favorite, espe- 
cially when the loose-limbed Mimi 
Jo Katano (in another cross-gen- 
der bit of casting) pantomimes a 
battle with various sea creatures. 
In their many scenes together, 
Steinbach, Saoud, and Katano 
come off as a more poetic version 
of the Three Stooges — with 
Steinbach supplying some Curly- 
like grunts and Bronx cheers.

The Tempest is hardly the most 
suspenseful of his plays, and its 
protagonist is more interesting 
than the plot. As written, 
Prospero can represent anger, 
vanity, and arrogance as well as 





knowledge, mercy, and parental 
love. Capable of conjuring up a 
storm to bring both his political 
rival (i.e., his usurping brother) 
and a suitable mate for daughter 
Miranda to his island exile, 
Prospero has achieved godlike 
powers but also retains human 
frailties. His ultimate success is 
never in doubt, Caliban and com- 
pany notwithstanding, but his 
motives are harder to read. 

As played by Wheelock Family 
Theatre co-founder Jane Staab, 
the renamed Prospera does not 
evince such a conflicted personal- 
ity. Perhaps I’m betraying a kind 
of sexism here, but I couldn’t help 
but think of Staab as an Earth 
Goddess or Mother Nature fig- 
ure, someone who acts to set 
things the way they must be. The 
idea that Prospera could ever act 
out of personal vengeance, or 
could even care whether she got 
her throne back, never took hold 
in my imagination. 

Staab’s performance is like gin-

ger ale — slightly tart but still 
suitable for kids. There’s no justi- 
fication for daughter Miranda’s 
observation that “Your tale . . . 
would cure deafness,” for 
Prospera is patient and even-tem- 
pered throughout, even when lay- 
ing down the law to the childish 
Caliban. This is certainly no imi- 
tation of John Gielgud as 
Prospero; it’s more like Marjorie 
Main doing Ma Kettle. 

With such a low-key central 
character, the various conflicts in 


The Tempest fizzle 
out, and we’re left 
with the comic 
scenes, a few familiar 
lines (Miranda’s “O 
brave new world”), 
and the sumptuous 
visuals of Robin 
McLaughlin’s cos- 
tumes and Byrne’s 
set design (including 
the pillowy waves 
that surround 
Prospera’s _ island, 
and a tree with 
branches that resem- 
ble the outstretched 
arms of a sorcerer). 
Among the other 
actors, Neil Gustaf- 
son stands out as the 
blustery King Alonso, 
but the rigid pace of 
the production — no 
room for long paus- 
es, probably for fear 
of boring the new- 
comers to Shake- 
speare — doesn’t 
give the cast much 
opportunity for ham- 
ming it up. Parents in 
the audience may be 
enchanted by the 14 
children who share the role of 
Prospero’s otherworldly assistant, 
Ariel, but some of the lines that are 
shouted in unison (“Is there more 
toil?”) sound vaguely like tag lines 
for television commercials. 

This Tempest may work well 
enough as an introduction to the 
theater, though not necessarily to 
the language of the Bard. If you’re 
already in love with the stage, 
you’re better off heading to a 
cineplex to see Shakespeare in 
Love again. B 














The parent trap 
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Three Days of Rain is a bright spot 


BY CAROLYN CLAY Three Days of Rain is a mystery, though not in 
the manner of Three Days of the Condor. Richard Greenberg’s 1997 
play, a finalist for last year’s Puljtzer Prize, is more like Tom Stoppard’s 


dazzling and symphonic Arcadia 
reduced to chamber music, with 
two gencrations occupying the 
same physical space, searching for 
clues to present, past, and future, 
and at the same time illustrating 
their intersections. 

In act one, which is set in 1995, 
three adult offspring of a pair of 
celebrated architectural partners 
meet in an abandoned Manhattan 
loft, before and after the reading of 
the longer-lived partner’s will. 
Trying to sort out their shared past, 
they sift through old grievances, 
old glories, professional and family 
mythology, coming to definitive if 
inaccurate conclusions. The scc- 
ond act rolls back to 1960, when 
the loft served as apartment and 
studio to the legends in the mak- 
ing. The same three actors play 
three of the four parents — the 
architects and the alluring if trou- 
bled young woman who would 
marry one of them — and the 
blanks are filled in quite differently 
from what the children had imag- 
ined.

Even when 
Walker discovers in the barren loft 
a dog-eared journal kept by his and 
Nan’s father, the diary proves itself 
as terse and impenctrable as the 
man — who is said to have been 
“virtually silent,” his wife “sort of 
like Zelda Fitzgerald’s Icss_ stable 
sister.” It will take the second act to 
explain the document’s cryptic first 
entry: “Three days of rain.” It is 
not, as Walker contemptuously 
opines, “a fucking weather report”

How | Learned To Drive; Fen

The pre-show music for 


TheatreZone’s staging of How I Learned To Drive (at the Actors 
Workshop through iad 9) includes a Billie jase rendition of the blues 


song “Ain't Nobody’s Business If I 
Do.” It’s a good match for Paula 
Vogel's Pulitzer-winning play in 
which a 40ish woman recalls (and 
re-enacts) her adolescence in rural 
Maryland — and specifically her 
relationship with an uncle who 
includes sexual molestation in his 
lessons on defensive driving. The 
woman, who addresses the audi- 
ence and is known only by the fam- 
ily-given nickname Li'l Bit (a crude 
sexual reference, as are all the 
monikers in the play), refuses to 
play the victim or the vamp. Thirty 
years after the fact, she docs not 
speak of Uncle Peck with hatred or 
bitterness, but neither does she 
blame herself for his pathetic 
descent into an obsession that 
recalls Humbert Humbert’s in 
Lolita. Li'l Bit seems unapologetic, 
even defiant, about her ambivalent 
feelings toward Uncle Peck and all 
men — just as Holiday sings that 
she'll make no excuses “If I go to 
church on Sunday/And cabaret all 
day Monday.” Of course, the lyrics 
in any Billic Holiday song are 
shaded by her voice, which betrays 
a lifetime of suffering, and the nar- 
rator of How I Learned To Drive is 








similarly unable to stick to the 
ironic tone suggested by Vogcl’s 
clever parallels between sexual 
politics and driver’s ed. By the end 
of the play, the damaging effects of 
Uncle Peck’s lessons are revealed 
with a subtlety not often associat- 
ed with this topic. 

Alas, that subtlety does not sur- 
vive the direction of Alyssa 
Ravenwood at TheatreZone. The 
Southern accents are broad and 
distracting, and it docsn’t work to 
have six actors of roughly the same 
age play characters that span three 
gencrations (the script calls for a 
male, female, and teenage Greck 
Chorus). Further, though we don’t 
expect Bogie-and-Bacall scxual 
chemistry in How | Learned To 
Drive, there is a problem when the 
two leads seem to dread sharing 
the same car seat. Danielle Fauteux 
Jacques, as Li’l Bit, is shrill and dis- 
missive of co-star John Carozza 
throughout the play, and Carozza 
looks as if he’d rather plant his lips 
on a dumpster in the Combat 
Zone. When Li'l Bit intcrrupts a 
driving lesson with the sarcastic 
qucry, “If | put both hands on the 
wheel, how do I protect mysclf?”, 





she evokes the marricd-couple bilc 
of Who's Afraid of Virginia Woolf?, 
not a scene about a young woman 
still learning how to deal with the 
immaturity of older men. 

Uncle Peck is not so much a vil- 
lain as a waste of a human being, 
directing his limited powers of 
seduction toward an inappropriate, 
and ultimatcly unreachable, goal, 
and Carozza does capture the 
character’s oily charm in some of 
his longer scenes. (Li'l Bit’s moth- 
er describes him as “a small-town 
hick who’s icarncd how to mix 
drinks from Hugh Hefner.”) But 
the staging of the play as a black 
farce, complete with cartoony traf- 
fic signs on the walls, works against 
any real character development. 

Caryl Churchill, whom Paula 
Vogel cites as one of her major 
influences, is better served by Le 
Black Kat's production of her 
1983 drama Fen (at the Boston

Ben Folds Five dress for success

Ben Folds with his pants down. 

. The postpunk pianist was changing out of a 
pair of extra baggy jeans of the sort he and his 
Ben Folds Five bandmates Robert Sledge and 
Darren Jessee had been modeling for a Levi's 


spread. (He’s a boxers man, | 
noted, in case inquiring minds 
want to know.) After the photo 
shoot (held conveniently on the 
street in front of the band’s publi- 
cist’s apartment, around the cor- 
ner from the Irving Plaza rock 
club), Folds talked with his man- 
ager, who reassured him about 
the ethics of modeling clothes 
Folds doubts he would wear oth- 
erwise, proposed to him that the 
band perform on a tribute album 
of “villain” songs from Disney 
movies, and asked him what the 
Squirrel Nut Zippers should wear 
when they appear with the BF5 in 
an upcoming gig. “Clean under- 
wear,” Folds deadpanned. “And 
tank tops.” 

In case you couldn’t tell, Ben 
Folds is a wise-ass, from the 
appellation of his trio (where allit- 
cration takes precedence over 
numerical accuracy) to the whop- 
pers he and bassist Sledge and 
drummer Jessce have told about 
their background (one had them 
meeting while performing in a gay 
karaoke bar, another had Journey 
drummer Steve Smith pounding 
on Jessee’s hotel window one 
night, claiming he could outdrum 
Jessee and demanding his place in 
BF5) to the often wry wordplay 
and witty appropriations of dis- 
parate musical styles in BF5’s 
meticulously crafted songs. 
Maybe it’s a defense mechanism 
built up against years of inane 
questions from reporters (“Where 
are the other two guys?”; “Why 
no guitar?”) and the laughter 
from grungier alternative bands 
on the club circuit as Folds lugged 


his Baldwin baby grand on and off 


the stage. Maybe it’s also away of 
remaining wary and dctached, 
now that the band are on the 
verge of mainstream success, 
after a whirlwind 15 months or so 
that began with a hit song 
(“Brick,” off their second CD, 
Whatever and Ever Amen) and 
was followed by much touring, 
several nationwide TV appcar- 
ances, two more albums (the B- 
side compilation Naked Baby 
Photos and the Folds instrumental 
side project Fear of Pop Volume 
!), and, finally, the recording of 
the new The Unauthorized 
Biography of Reinhold Messner 
(Sony/550 Music), which comes 
out this Tuesday. 

The title, typically, is an in-joke 
for the band members, who had 
been long-time friends kicking 
around the Chapel Hill music 
scene for years before forming the 
trio in 1994. “He’s a moun- 
taineer,” says Folds of the title’s 
namesake. “He's Austrian.” 

“He's an Austrian hero,” 
Sledge helpfully adds. (Editor's 
note: Reinhold Messner was the 
first mountainccr'to scale all 14 of 
the world’s 8000-meter peaks.) 

“We didn’t know who he was,” 
Folds continues. “Darren madc 
fake IDs in high school. A fricnd 


said he should use the name 
Reinhold Messner on all the IDs, 
which he did.” (Jessee himself left 
before the interview started, citing 
another appointment, but said his 
absence wouldn’t matter because 
“I don’t talk much, anyway.”) 

Reinhold Messner expands on 
the orchestral possibilities of the 
trio’s already grandly 





“We're just looking for ways to 
relax.” says Sledge. “It rubs off on 
the music. We did that onc track, 
‘Your Redneck Past,’ with Ben 
lying on his back.” (“Just for the 
vocals, not the piano,” notes 
Folds.) 

“The problem with talking 
about music like this is it makes it 
look like you go in with a policy,” 
Folds clarifics. “The only policy 
we had when we went in was, we 
wanted to make a pretty record. 
That’s probably the only thing 
that ever came out of our mouths 
that would make sense to normal 
people. The rest of what we talked 
about had to do with little things 
[meaningful only to the trio]. So 
we went in to makc it pretty. We 
didn’t say, ‘Let’s make an album 





theatrical sound. Says 
Folds, “I was trying to go 
for a little different tone 
on the piano, a little more 
bell in the tone, a little 
less rumble.” Adds 
Sledge, “It’s just more 
fully thought out, soni- 
cally, just making the 
band sound bigger. 
There’s a _ lot more 
dreaming-type songs. It’s 
a lot more - spiritual 
record. There’s more 
mojo in it.” 

By “drcaming-type” 
songs, Sledge may be 
referring to the album’s 
bookend tracks, which are 
literally about sleep. The 
opener, “Narcolepsy,” is a 
Quceen-like mini-opera in 
which the singer’s disor- 
der serves as an excuse 
for him to sleep through a 
rclationship. The finale, 
“Lullabye,” is a hilariously 
absurd barrelhouse num- 
ber that still makes an 
oddly lovely benediction. 
In between are songs 
filled with regret (one is 
even called “Regrets”) 
and resignation for an 
unruly life that has failed 
to accommodate — the 
singer’s plans. “Mess” is 
an ecrily perky folk ditty 
about hopelessness and 
loss of faith. “Hospital 
Song” is a sedated, jazzy 
reverie sung by a patient 
who's just heard some 
bad news from his doctor. 
“Your Most Valuable 
Possession” is a message 
Folds’s father left on his 
son’s answering machine, 
a philosophical musing on 
space travel, played over a 


laid-back 


lounge-funk jokes BF5 bassist Robert Sledge (left). “It just took us a little longer.” 


In their ability to coax a full, 
richly textured palette from an 
unconventional (for rock) guitar- 
less, three-piece line-up, BF5 
bear a superficial resemblance to 
Boston's Morphine, with whom 
BF5 once toured. How do they do 
it? “Dana [Colley of Morphine] 
uses two saxophones at once,” 
Folds observes, then deadpans, “I 
thought of using two pianos at 
once, but I couldn’t fit-them both 
in my mouth.” “He does have a 
big mouth,” adds Sledge. 

But seriously, folks, the diffi- 
culty of transiating the multi-lay- 
ered sounds in Ben Folds’s head 
onto plastic has been formidable. 
Hence last year’s Fear of Pop, in 
which Folds was finally able to get 
some of that experimental noise 





ments. So | try to imitate those 
instruments on the piano.

Folds vents his other frustra- 
tions in his lyrics. “Brick” was 
famously a recounting of the 
helplessness he felt as a high- 
school senior taking his girlfriend 
to get an abortion. Here, his auto- 
biographical tunes are a lot fun- 
nicr, notably “Army,” a rousing 
stomper that opens with “Well, | 
thought about the Army/Dad 
said, ‘Son, you’re fucking high!’ ” 
and moves through his ycars of 
crappy jobs, broken-up bands, 
and two ill-fated marriages (Folds 
is 32), and “Your Redneck Past,” 
in which he satirizes the self- 
loathing bred by media sterco- 
types about Southerners’ lack of 

sophistication. “Well, | 
usually write lyrics from 
things that-happencd. But 
something feels funny to 
say they’re autobiographi- 
cal, ‘because — they're 
songs. I think a song 
would have to be pretty 
fucking literal. It’s casicr 
to write from life than to 
make up shit. But some- 
times something happens 
and you feel it one way 
even though it happened 
another way. You write it 
the way you felt, but it’s 
not what happened.” 

That Folds is still writ- 
ing personal, idiosyncrat- 
ic songs should reassure 
fans who might worry that 
success has softened him. 
“If you just do your thing 
and you're honest about 
it, it should work out. 
Fans arc a funny group of 
people. They see you 
wearing a suit and they 
say, ‘You're wearing a 
suit! You've sold out!’ It’s 
a strange thing. I’ve been 
in musical positions 
before that | wasn’t that 
proud of. They probably 
didn’t notice then.” 

Does he worry that things 
like the Levi’s spread will 
distract listeners from the 
music? “Whether it takes 
people’s attention away 
from the music doesn’t 
matter so much. If it takes 
you away from the music, 
it sucks, man. Promotion 
in general, the time we 
spend in interviews and 
that stuff, is time that it 
sure would be nice if we 
could spend it on the peo- 
ple around us.

The first wave of the Ellington Centennial 


BY JON GARELICK Duke Ellington turns 
100 on April 29. Although the media and 
marketing storm began months ago — with 
magazine and newspaper arts-section cover 
stories, and the unveiling of plans for massive 
CD reissue campaigns from the major record 


labels — nothing served to 
announce the Year of Duke 
Ellington as forcefully as a foot- 
note to the Pulitzer Prizes. On 
April 12, the Pulitzer committee 
awarded a “Special Citation” to 
Ellington for his “indelible contri- 
bution to art and culture” The 
citation almost righted a 34-year- 
old wrong when back in 1965 the 
14-member Pulitzer advisory 
board rejected a similar unani- 
mous recommendation by its 
three-member music jury and cre- 
ated a scandal. Ellington respond- 
ed with his most famous epigram: 
“Fate is being kind to me. Fate 
doesn’t want me to be famous too 
young.” He was 66 years old. 

Since that famous snub, Wynton 
Marsalis, Ellington’s most politically 
powerful living acolyte, has received 
the first Pulitzer for a jazz composi- 
tion (despite some argument about 
whether a piece that includes impro- 
visation can be judged as “composi- 
tion”), and Ellington has taken his 
place in the pantheon as not merely 
the most important jazz composer 
but the paramount American com- 
poser: one whose work married ver- 
nacular forms like the blues with 
formal innovation, whose work 
spanned popular song and extended 
instrumental pieces. Credited with 
more than 2000 compositions, 
Ellington was a protean talent who, 
like Shakespeare, worked fast and 
for money. (One source credits him 
with 70 pop hits between 1927 and 
1953.) He elevated dance-band 
swing, the early cabaret exotica 
known as “jungle music” (ages 
before the current techno variation 
of the term), and subverted the 
“sweet” society-band sound of the 
’20s with dirty “talking” brass. He 
was the first jazz composer to 
achieve the self-professed goal of his 
latter-day descendant George 
Russell: to “create a classical music 
from the popular rhythms of our 
time.” 

But the Pulitzer citation under- 
lines the controversies — it hasn’t 
been an easy road to canonization 
for Duke. Certainly he had his 
commercial ups and downs, from 
enormous success to near-irrele- 
vance at certain points. Scholars 
and critics have argued about his 
shortcomings — chief among 
them that unlike other composers 
who've reached “major” status by 
Western criteria, and despite 
numerous extended “suites,” the 
sustained long form more or less 
eluded him. (He worked on one 
opera that remains incomplete 
and unperformed.) Critics also 
point to inconsistent quality and 
lesser achievements after 1950. 
And there’s always been the ques- 
tion of how much Duke is Duke 
— how much credit for his com- 
positions belongs to collaborators 
like Bubber Miley, Juan Tizol, 
Johnny Hodges, and — from 
1939 until 1967 — Billy 
Strayhorn. Surrounding these 
issues is the usual condescension 
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regarding distinctions between 
popular art and “high” art, “offi- 
cial” culture and subculture, white 
mainstream and black margins. 

The coming week — the coming 
year — will afford endless opportu- 
nities to re-examine Duke 
Ellington’s uncontainable legacy. 
The major labels are releasing their 
vast holdings of Ellingtonia in 
refurbished, repackaged deluxe edi- 
tions — RCA with its mammoth 
24-CD Complete RCA Victor 
Recordings 1927-1973 and 
Columbia with a four-LP reissue on 
the same date (April 27), followed 
by the historic Ellington at Newport 
on May 11, and a triple-CD survey 
in July. In Boston this week, 
Marsalis comes to town (Sym- 
phony Hall on Wednesday) with 
the Lincoln Center Jazz Orchestra 
for an Ellington program (follow- 
ing the release on Columbia of their 
Ellington album Live in Swing 
City), and our own Aardvark Jazz 
Orchestra (who have made a spe- 
cialty of Duke Ellington’s music 
over the years) will assay a night of 
Ellington, including portions of his 
ambitious “Sacred Concerts,” at 
MIT’s Kresge Auditorium this 
Saturday (April 24). 

The first spate of Columbia 
reissues gives a good taste of later 
Duke. First Time! The Count 
Meets Duke (1961) shows 
Ellington and Count Basie com- 
bining forces to create a riffing, 
dance-band juggernaut, sleek as it 
is massive. Anatomy of a Murder 
(1959) is Ellington’s one major 
soundtrack score. Black, Brown 
and Beige (1958) is an abbreviat- 
ed suite drawn from an ambitious 
50-minute piece he originally 
wrote for his band’s first Carnegie 
Hall appearance in 1943. Such 
Sweet Thunder is one of 
Ellington’s most important later 
works, based on themes and char- 
acters drawn from Shakespeare, 
and recorded in 1956 and ’57. 

The most accessible of the 
bunch is the Count Basie session, 
with Ellington’s band in the right 
channel, the Count’s in the left. 
From the first track, Ellington’s 
“Battle Royal,” the album rocks. 
“Battle Royal” is an uptempo riff 
tune, and if it doesn’t show 
Ellington’s full range as a compos- 
er, it shows the kind of dominance 
bands like Ellington’s and Basie’s 
could have over a dance floor, and 
the importance of individual voices 
in the Ellington palette. The 
rhythm section lays down a driving 
beat, Ellington plunking the tune 
on piano with Basie-like minimal- 
ism. The beauty of the form 
emerges in the succession of 
soloists over shifting backing cho- 
ruses. Here you get a sense of the 
colors in Ellington’s paintbox, his 
ability to set up a soloist, to match 
the color and personality of differ- 
ent pieces and passages to the color 
and personality of each player. In 
“Battle Royal” you get the com- 
bined forces of Basie and Ellington, 
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one distinctive voice after another 
emerging from those massed horns 
to speak his piece and move on. 
Deep trombones join Ellington on 
the theme, the volume builds with 
reeds. Ray Nance’s trumpet calls 
out a tart phrase of the theme, a 
deeper Basie trumpet (Thad 
Jones?) answers. A florid Frank 
Wess tenor is answered by Johnny 
Hodges’s suave insinuating cries 
on the bridge, Nance comes back 
with a chorus of muted trumpet. 
The usually lyrical Lawrence 
Brown gets to show off some tail- 
gating brawn. Sometimes the 
soloists get no more than eight bars 
apiece. At one point, Basie and 
Ellington are throwing piano 
phrases at each other. It ends with 
Cat Anderson’s _ stratospheric 
trumpet flying over the ensemble. 
It’s a simple 32-bar form, AABA, 
but it’s rich in events. A lot of 
weight gets thrown around — and 
a lot gets said — with fleet econo- 
my and not a wasted note. 

Anatomy of a Murder and Black, 
Brown and Beige are less satisfying. 
Ellington never recorded Black, 
Brown and Beige complete — after 
a rough ride from critics at the 
1943 Carnegie concert, he appar- 
ently lost confidence in_ it. 
Subtitled: Tone Parallel to the 
American Negro, the three-move- 
ment piece was a sonic history, 
from slavery to emancipation, 
including work songs, spirituals, 
and ritual dances. To some critics 
(classical, especially), Duke was 
overreaching: “a gaudy potpourri 
of tutti dance passages and solo 
virtuoso work . . . The whole 
attempt to fuse jazz as a form with 
art music should be discouraged,” 
wrote Paul Bowles in the New York 
Herald-Tribune. 

Gunther Schuller, an Ellington 
advocate and scholar, has said that 
in the 1958 recording, “the work’s 
original flaws were unfortunately 
expanded rather than minimized.” 
You can hear what he means. 








Ellington’s great 1940 masterpieces 
— like “Ko-Ko,” “Conga Brava,” 
and “Concerto for Cootie” — 
move faster than the ear, that 
ceaseless unfolding of detailed 
events never letting up, even at slow 
tempos. But the.’58 Black, Brown 
and Beige keeps working over the 
same material — the original’s 
opening “Work Song,” and 
Ellington’s one lasting song from 
the piece, the gospel “Come 
Sunday” — in various combina- 
tions all leading up to Mahalia 
Jackson’s undeniably powerful per- 
formance of the latter (“God 
almighty, God above, please look 
down and see my people thru,” she 
sings, before soaring on the bridge 
to godlike heights) and her singing 
of the 23rd Psalm. The Columbia 
reissue gives us the released -perfor- 
mance and an alternate, about a 
half-hour each. Despite some beau- 
tiful playing the disc is worthwhile 
chiefly for Jackson’s performances, 
including one previously unreleased 
a cappella “Come Sunday” that’s 
breathtaking (“Jesus,” mutters 
Mahalia under her breath when 
Duke asks her to try it). 

The much-vaunted Anatomy of 
a Murder pales next to Such Sweet 
Thunder, the former a pastiche of 
themes, the latter a contained suite 
of individual masterworks. The 
opening, title tune of Such Sweet 
Thunder enters with swaggering 
brass over a big beat and then, with 
Ellington’s hammering insistent 
dissonant piano, tinny muted 
trumpets call out with bluesy, sexy 
sarcasm. A pack of debonair reeds 
comes in for a secondary theme, 
there’s a short, relaxed, swinging 
Ray Nance trumpet solo as the 
reeds shift down in sonority; then 
the swaggering figure returns, 
there’s a full ensemble fanfare, and 
then an odd querying aside by a 
subdued trombone chorus until the 
theme returns and the piece ends 
on an unresolved piano chord. 

“Sonnet for Caesar” is a small 


ballad-tempo concerto for Jimmy 
Hamilton’s clarinet pervaded by an 
air of mystery and sadness. There’s 
the odd, hesitant martial beat, the 
chorus of sighing trombones 
behind Hamilton and, most of all, 
the strange, three-note-figure 
responses from an off-stage alto sax 
to Hamilton’s soliloquy — all lend- 
ing a kind of instability to the 
minor-ish key. And then, in the 
middle of the tune, the martial beat 
is suspended, Hamilton breaks for 
a short a cappella phrase, takes a 
turn with that haunting alto, and 
breaks into an aching blues cadence 
as he’s rejoined by the trombones 
and the rest of the reeds. 

Those harmonies and colors 
are signature Ellington, this com- 
poser who constantly conjured 
imagery, scenes, and people in 
order to convey to his musicians 
what he wanted. On Such Sweet 
Thunder even an ostensibly sim- 
ple swinger like “Madness in 
Great Ones” is full of odd breaks, 
stop-times, orchestral twists and 
turns. (I don’t by the way, see any 
of the resemblances Ellington 
suggests between his pieces and 
his purported Shakespearean 
subjects like Lady Macbeth and 
Othello, but I’m for whatever 
helped him write the pieces.) 

Ellington was one of the first jazz 
musicians to abjure the word 
“jazz,” the man who defined the 
greatest music as “beyond catego- 
ry.” On Such Sweet Thunder you 
can hear what he aspired to — 
music that’s integral, self-con- 
tained, its devices dictated by the 
necessity of the moment, every 
detail expanding on and supporting 
every other. “To attempt to elevate 
the status of the jazz musician by 
forcing the level of his best work 
into comparison with classical 
music is to deny him his rightful 
share of originality,” Ellington 
wrote in 1944. Maybe now at last 
we can hear Ellington as a supreme 
American original. me

Because of a last-minute glitch — 
apparently somebody’s agent screwed 
up — last Wednesday’s mighty night of 
veteran post-punk/indie-rockers was 
reduced to two competing bills separat- 
ed only by the floor of T.T. the Bear’s 
place, which is also the roof of the 
Middle East’s downstairs room. At a 
packed T.T.’s, former Jawbreaker front- 
man Blake Schwarzenbach led his Jets 
to Brazil through the entirety of their 
poetic, neo-romantic Jade Tree debut 
Orange Rhyming Dictionary. Their 
opening “Comrade” — a snapshot of a 
suicide — set the stage for a set of sub- 
lime, well-articulated misery (more 
goth in its strategies than anything that 
goes by that name) that included the 
delicate gloom of “Chinatown” and the 
best Nirvana ripoff anyone’s come up 
with so far, a rewrite of “Heart Shaped 
Box” entitled “I Typed for 
Miles.” 

By the time I made it next 
door for the last half-dozen 
songs of Girls Against Boys’ set, 
the downstairs at the Middle 
East was mostly empty, and 
with good reason. There was a 
time when GVSB’s mixture of 
cool downtown noir and intu- 
itive post-soul subterranean 
groove seemed primed to 
become a mainstream phenom- 
enon. But after abandoning the 
legacy of the Fall, Kraftwerk, 
and Gang of Four for the deriv- 
ative discofied electronics of last 
year’s Freak*on*ica (Geffen), 
GVSB found themselves aban- 
doned as well. At the Middle 
East the gravel-voiced Scott 
McCloud meditated on the line 
“It’s great to be a rock-and-roll 
star” to the 100 or so people left 
in the room, his iiber-ironic 
phrasings suddenly sounding 
like an outmoded form of dis- 
course, like the faded Pep Boys 
and Atari logos on their T- 
shirts. Even when the foursome 
(bass, bass, drums, guitar, with 
Eli Janney doubling up on keyboards) 
went back to older tunes like “Kill the 
Sexplayer,” there was no sign of past 
glories. It was a real bummer. 

The heat, the hype, and the glory that 
once belonged to GVSB was evident in 
abundance during the set performed by 
their opening act, Firewater. Led by 
former Cop Shoot Copper Tod Ashley, 
the six-piece ensemble (guitar, bass, 
sax, violin, organ, drums) have consis- 
tently displayed a thunder, a melodic 
and lyrical poetry, that makes them the 
only New York band who really matter. 
In Firewater’s hands the pan-ethnic 
mythos of the Big Apple comes alive as 
a place where the people and products 
of the world meet, share abusive habits, 
stumble into the streets, riot until dawn, 
and wind up face down in the gutter. 
With no apologies to Allen Ginsberg, 
Ashley announced he’d seen “the best 
superheroes of our generation . . . wan- 
dering the streets looking for an angry 
fix,” Batman and Robin finally coming 
out of the closet, and, in a nasty little 
dig at Christopher Reeve, Superman 
“rollin’ on down the street.” Although 
the two new songs they unveiled — a 
garagy “Woke Up Down” and a melo- 
dramatic “I Am the Rain” — seemed to 
herald, at the very least, a new antihero 


in the making.

URI CAINE 
ENSEMBLE: 
WHERE’S THE 
MAHLER? 


Gustav Mahler/Uri Caine: 
Urlicht/Primal Light (Winter & 
Winter) was one of last year’s outstand- 
ing jazz releases, a deconstruction/rein- 











terpretation of Mahler themes that 
underlined the composer’s familiarity 
with military music and klezmer 
melodies. Using various combinations 
of trumpet, trombone, clarinet, soprano 
sax, violin, cello, bass, and his own 
piano, plus vocalist Arto Lindsay, can- 
tor Aaron Bensoussan, and turntablist 
DJ] Olive, Caine tightroped between 
Mahler and mutilation; highlights 
included a First Symphony funeral 
march whose klezmer irruptions truly 
irrupted and a Fifth Symphony 
Adagietto across whose wistful surface 
ghosts from the Ninth and First flitted. 

At the Cambridge Multicultural Arts 
Center a week ago Thursday, the Uri 
Caine Ensemble deconstructed the 
deconstruction. On hand were Caine, 
Don Byron (clarinet), Ralph Alessi 
(trumpet), Mark Feldman (violin), 
Michael Formanek (bass), Jim Black 
(drums), and DJ Olive. No trombone, 
sax, or cello, so less texture; but the big 
difference was the way self-discipline 
on the album deteriorated into self- 
indulgence at the CMAC. Urlicht/ 
Primal Light played with Mahler’s 
melodies, rhythms, harmonies, tim- 


bres; Thursday’s 85-minute set (after a 
25-minute delay) was mostly given 
over to virtuoso pyrotechnics. Byron 
squawked and squealed, bending side- 
ways as he went higher and higher; 
Feldman matched him pitch for pitch. 
Black displayed great imagination, rub- 
bing his sticks along the edge of his 
cymbals, rubbing a chain along the 
edge of his drums, and rattling plastic 
cowbells, but he also believes louder is 
better. Noise is not a substitute for 
ideas — or maybe we should have sent 
the jazz critic and not the Mahler crit- 
ic. There were certainly great jazz solos 
all around. It just wasn’t Mahler. 

The Ensemble did offer some nifty 
turns: the Krazy Klezmer Kidz version 
of the First Symphony’s funeral 
march; the Vince Guaraldi (think 
Charlie Brown TV special) piano with 
which Caine kicked off “Ging heut’ 
morgen uber’s Feld”; the catchy 
conga-line and stroll rhythms that 
Black introduced into Das Lied von der 
Erde’s “Der Trunkene im Friihling.” 
But the depiction of Mahler as the 
prophet of 20th-century fragmenta- 
tion, perhaps even the Holocaust, 
seemed skewed by the choice of origi- 
nals: the 10 selections included all 
three of Mahler’s funeral marches 
(from the First, Second, and Fifth), a 
mournful Urlicht from the Second and 
Adagietto from the Fifth, and “Nun 
will die Sonn’ so hell aufgeh’n” and 

“Oft denk’ ich, sie sind nur ausgegan- 
gen” from Kindertotenlieder (“Songs 
on the Death of Children”). As for 
those disturbing ghosts in the 
Adagietto, here they were ghosts of 
ghosts, inaudible if they ever existed (I 
did see DJ Olive with what might have 
been the Karajan vinyl Ninth in his 
hand, but I never heard it). Next time, 
guys, go for the Gustav.

Five shaggy, awkward-at-the-mike 
Brits in polar-fleece jackets and cor- 
rective eyewear? Singing a painfully 
sincere Spanglish lament to a runaway 
lover and a lost sombrero? Thanks but 
no thanks, you’re probably saying. The 
outfit is Gomez, the song is “Tijuana 
Lady,” and it was the unexpected 
highlight of their performance a week 
ago Tuesday at the Middle East. 
Gomez have a way of pulling off the 
implausible; they’re about as _all- 
American as Benny Hill, but they 
(convincingly) fronted like the Dust 
Bowl Brothers on their Mercury 
Prize-winning Bring It On (Hut/ 
Virgin), grinding out abstract boutique 
blues sauced with lo-fi loops and 

Swordfishtrombones clank. 
At the Middle East, Ben Ottewell — 
who shares vocal duties with bandmates 
STEVE MIRARCHI 


GOMEZ have a way of pulling off the implausible, as they did when they sang 
“Tijuana Lady” at the Middle East. 


Tom Gray and Ian Ball but renders 
them both kinda forgettable with his 
awesomely Waitsian braying — roared 
through “Tijuana Lady” like a man 
picking up the pieces after a night of 
brawls and body shots. Maybe “Tijuana 
Lady” Spanish-vocab words like “El 
mariachi” and “Desperado” are noth- 
ing more to him than entries in Roberto 
Rodriguez’s filmography. But you 
wouldn’t know it from the sincerity 
with which he moans them. 

Unfortunately, Gomez spent most 
of their time on less affecting material, 
adding jammy codas to “Free To Run” 
and “Here Comes the Breeze” like 
some boring, blues-travelin’ version of 
the Happy Mondays. The new stuff 
(from the group’s complete-but-unti- 
tled follow-up to Bring It) sounded 
even less eccentric — “Fill My Cup” 
featured some otherworldly “I Feel 
Free” harmonies and a grungy fuzz- 
bass break. If anything’s going to 
break Gomez on American radio, 
this’ll do it. 

The band refrained from capitalizing 
on the closest thing they have to a hit as 
of now — their set didn’t include 
“Getting Better,” the Beatles tune they 
re-recorded for the Phillips/Magnavox 
Flat TV campaign. Nobody asked, and 
Gomez didn’t bother. 

The core members of opening act 
Mojave 3 got their start in the early- 
90s dream-pop outfit Slowdive, but 
their second album under the Mojave 
moniker, the quietly radiant Out of 
Tune (4AD), is more Mazzy Star than 
My Bloody Valentine. It’s an appealing- 
ly hazy piece of faux Americana that 
surfs waves of pedal steel and 
Hammond organ. Their set was noisy, 
narcotized comedown country, as slow, 
spooky, and romantic as the genuine 
article — no Spanglish required.

Two Nas projects hit the racks this month: the Queens-bred rapper’s 


third album, ] Am... 


(Columbia), and the video of his screen acting 


debut, the Mean-Streets-meets-Fantasia crime drama Belly. Despite its 


less-than-stellar box-office hang 
time and from-reserved-to-dismal 
reviews, Belly I can recommend. 
Sure, it was a big-screen infomercial 
for its all-rap-star cast — what else 
could we expect from writer/direc- 
tor Hype Williams, who’s best 
known for turning hip-hop videos 
into psychedelic, mythmaking 
Viewmasters and lensing the Gap’s 
“Khaki Soul” spot? The film’s sober 
Harlem Armory climax can’t undo 
the spell cast by the 90 minutes of 
visual indulgence that precedes it. 
Luxury cars gleam like flying 
saucers; a Kingston hoochie 
dancer’s jiggling behind develops a 
hypnotic, hydraulic life of its own. 
And yeah, the way the film grooves 
on violence (gunfights filmed in 
jerky, hyper-real Saving Private 
Ryan strobe-o-vision) makes its 
redemption-through-brotherhood 
ending feel disingenuous. 

You can’t blame people for miss- 
ing the message, but at least Belly has 
one. In contrast, ] Am . . . catches a 
once-stunning MC in artistic freefall,

bitching and BSing as befits hip- 
hop’s quintessential squandered-tal- 
ent poster child. If that sounds 
unnecessarily harsh, go back and lis- 
ten to the old stuff again. On “Live at 
the Barbecue,” the seminal Main 
Source posse cut that introduced 
Nas to the world, teenage “Nasty 
Nas” spit one provocation after 
another — lines like “When I was 
12, I went to hell for snuffin’ Jesus” 
and “Iller than a AIDS patient” fig- 
ured prominently in the bad-boy 
blueprints to Eminem’s heavily Nas- 
schooled first album, though even 
Slim Shady wouldn’t go near a boast 
like “Hangin’ niggas like the Ku Klux 
Klan.” On 1994’s__ IIlmatic 
(Columbia), over beats provided by 





Main Source’s Large Professor, Pete 
Rock, and Gang Starr’s D] Premier, 
Nas came off boastful and soulful, a 
roof-jumping jazzman’s kid with a 
heart that rattled like a project win- 
dow, sparking blunts on a park 
bench to hold back the dark. 

It was a great album. And 
Premier, who returns to produce 
two cuts on/ Am... , deftly draws 
his reference points from it. “N.Y. 
State of Mind Pt. II” is a self- 
explanatory sequel; “Nas Is Like” 
scratches together fragments from 
Illmatic’s “It Ain’t Hard To Tell.” 
Pulsing with looped harps and 
goofily percussive chirping-bird 
SFX, lyrically skimpy but conceptu- 
ally bold, “Nas Is Like” is a breath- 
less ransom note for (or from) the 
ghosts of Nas past. 

When Nas does manage to gather 
his thoughts and flex his oft-refer- 
enced, under-utilized novelistic gifts, 
the result feels like a consolation 
prize. The excellent “Small World” is 
a coked-out Abel Ferarra flick on 
wax that recalls Raekwon’s Only 








Built 4 Cuban Linx (still the best Wu- 
Tang solo joint, and the pinnacle of 
East Coast Mafioso-core hip-hop). 
And “We Will Survive” is a hack- 
neyed shout-out to Tupac Shakur 
and Biggie Smalls phoned in over a 
Kenny Loggins sample — like 
Tupac’s more tender “Changes,” 
which samples Bruce Hornsby, it’s 
an attempt to rationalize the hard- 
knock life with a soft-rock swipe, 
only Nas’s tender Pac/B.I.G. memo- 
ries just sound like celebrity gossip. 
But then there’s that third verse, 
indicting the ludicrousness of rap- 
world violence ("I wonder what the 
Commodores went through on 
tour?/Did Smokey Robinson have 
to shoot his way outta war?/What 
has Al Green seen that made him 
religious?”), then painting itself into 
a corner no less painful for its famil- 
iarity (“Nothing left for us but hoop 
dreams and hood tournaments. . . 
Either that or rap/We want the fast 
way outta this trap/Whether it be 9 
to 5 or slangin’ crack”). 

Minus those flickers, ] Am... is a 
fuzzy-minded wasteland. The B- 
side on the “Nas Is Like” 12-inch is 
a puerile sex-ed rap called “Dr. 
Knockboots” — Nas warns us not 
to mess around with the nasty ho’s 
(yo, thanks!) and always to ID those 
pesky underage groupies. I'll stick 
with Dr. Octagon. On “Hate Me 
Now,” Nas trots out hip-hop’s 
tiredest logical fallacy — the myth of 
the jealous, Benz-keying, bad- 
record-review-scribbling 
playa-hater — with help

from Sean “Puffy” Combs and some 
ludicrous movie-trailer orchestra- 
tion. A bad-attitude anthem for sore 
winners, “Hate Me” sounds 10 
times as dumb coming from Nas, 
who (apparently) has yet to realize 
that his critics are voicing disap- 
pointment, not envy. 

In other words, the people with 
the harshest words for Nas are for- 
mer Nas fans. And can you blame 
us? When Nas goes to talk to “The 
mayor, to the governor, to the 
muthafuckin’ President” on “I 
Want To Talk to You,” all he gives us 
is the same computer-paranoid, 
Playstation/space-station Y2K jive as 
Busta Rhymes — only Busta spits 
that woo-hah with tongue in cheek. 
Coming from a “real” New York MC 
in the year of Diallo, that’s not just a 
letdown, it’s practically a betrayal. 
Something even Nas diehards 
should be used to by now.

Rock criticism in crisis? 


A couple of years ago I drove down to New York for the 
weekend to attend a conference at the Dia Center for the 


Arts titled 


Music and Myth.” All or most of rock criti- 
cism’s big guns were going to be there: 
Greil Marcus, Anthony DeCurtis, Ann 
Powers, and Chuck Eddy, to name four 
who were scheduled to speak. And since it 
was being co-organized by former Village 
Voice music editor Evelyn McDonnell, it 
was a good bet that folks like long-time 
Voice critic Robert Christgau, then Voice 
music editor Eric Weis- 
bard, and any number of 
editors from the staffs of 
Spin and Rolling Stone 
would be on hand. If 
nothing else, it seemed 
like a fine opportunity to 
put a face to various 
bylines I'd been reading 
for 10 or 12 years. 

Now I won't bother you 
with the details of how intimidated | felt 
upon arrival at what turned out to be a 
rather intimate little conference, except to 
say that I’m not usually shy about offering 
opinions, particularly when the subject is 
pop music, and | didn’t raise my hand to 
speak once that weekend. But I will men- 
tion that from my point of view as one of a 
very few outsiders in attendance, the New 
York Rock Critic Establishment, seemed 


just that — an established inner circle of 


peers with some sort of implied official

Spooky That Subliminal Kid) and acade- 
mics (professors Lawrence Grossberg, Dave 
Hickey, and Angela McRobbic). But ulti- 
mately it’s a book about rock criticism, 
about the ways in which music is analyzed, 
interpreted, consumed, and evaluated by the 
so-called pros, about chipping away at those 
“jcalously guardcd walls” to catch a glimpse 
of who’s hiding back there. 

Whatever critical analyses 
of rock criticism Stars 
Don't Stand Stilt has to 
offer, however, have been 
overshadowed, at Icast in 
New York, by the appcar- 
ance of a somewhat more 
controversial document 
aimed at the rock-scribe 
establishment — “The 
Rock Critical List.” Penned 
under the pscudonym “Jojo Dancer, a/k/a 
the Gay Rapper,” and initially sent by fax to 
a select group of journalists and publicists in 
the New York area in late February, the Jojo 
letter has since surfaced in slightly abridged 
form on the Internet (spin.com has it 
archived on its new World Wide Web site) 
and is being sold for a buck at the See Hear 
Fanzines & Magazines store in the 
Manhattan. As of yet, nobody has stepped 
forward to claim authorship of the heretical 
missive, in which JoJo cruelly and amusing- 
ly lambastes and lampoons the 
likes of New York Times writer 
Neil Strauss (“No writer better 
exemplifics music criticism’s 
pathetic, post alternative slide 
into irrelevance than this balding, 
dickless imp”); Robert Christgau 
(“Funk Doctor Bob’s late-era 
writing has been tripped up Icss 
by his sadly clotted prose and 
populist autism than by his total 
lack of feeling for today’s most 
important youth musics”); and 
Rolling Stone music editor Joe 
Levy (“Hey Big Spender, we 
know you can get a table, but can 
you get a fucking clue?”). 

Personal attacks notwithstand- 
ing (is there a better way to get 
people’s attention?), “The 
Critical List” does offers some 
healthy food for thought to the 
Rock Critic Establishment in the 
form of a wake-up call — sort 
of like Martin Luther's 95 theses 
nailed to the virtual door of 
what critic Robert Palmer once 
called “the Church of the Sonic 
Guitar,” only with more exple-

What We Live's free jazz 


BY ED HAZELL Free improvisation is not as prevalent in 
new jazz as it is in European new music. European 
musicians of the past several generations, from Derek Bailey 


and Peter Brétzmann to John Butcher and 
Georg Grawe, improvise without precondi- 
tion more often than they play compositions 
(the formal 

ironies of the 

Dutch being the 

exception to this 
generalization). 

New American 

improvisation has 

its roots deep in 

jazz, which carries 

with it a heritage of 
improvisation on 
compositions, 

whether Tin Pan 

Alley standards, 

Duke _Ellington’s 

big-band numbers, 

or Anthony Brax- 

ton’s analytical 

charts. Even Ornette 

Coleman’s Free Jazz, 

an important inspira- 

tion for free improvis- 

ers on both sides of 

the Atlantic, used a 

written framework, 

however slight. For Americans 
working in new music in a jazz 
tradition, such as William Parker, 
Tim Berne, Ken Vandermark, and 
Joe Morris, free improvisation is 
an option, not a way of life. 

The San Francisco-based trio 
What We Live, with composer- 
improvisers saxophonist Larry 
Ochs (the “O” in ROVA 
Saxophone Quartet), bassist 
Lisle Ellis, and drummer 
Donald Robinson, dedicate 
themselves to free improvisa- 
tion in the American vein. And 
their two latest albums, Never 
Was (Black Saint) and 
Quintet for a Day (New 
World), show 
what happens 
when the jazz 
sensibility meets 
free improvisa- 
tion. Coherently 
spontaneous and 
thoughtfully 
wild, these releas- 
es sound at times 
as if they were 
through-com- 
posed, yet every 
note is improvised. 

The habits of com- 
positional structure 
are so ingrained in 
the players that 
even on the tabula 
rasa of free improv 
they create order 
and beauty rather 
than chaos. The 
rhythmic characteris- 
tics of swing and the 
textural qualities of 


solidity of Ellis’s ostinatos lend continuity 
to “Will Be.” The trio’s collective sense for 
orchestration is impressive. 
“As Is” and the title track use 
several different duo combi- 
nations in addition to the 
full trio to vary the color 
and texture. All three mem- 
bers improvise melodic or 
rhythm building blocks that 
interlock in different ways 
to create larger structures, 
and they are careful not to 
repeat themselves from 
track to track. 

From the beginning, the 
trio intended to have regu- 
lar guests join them. Their 
previous Black Saint 
album, What We Live 
Fo(u)r, consists of quartet 
tracks with tenor-saxo- 
phonist Glenn Spearman, 
koto player Miya 

Masaoka, vio-

Cook, and

If anything, the 

addition of

True colors 


Fuzzy keep it tough and tuneful 


“Heartbreaker,” a song so sublimely silly 
that you can’t get away with it unless 
you’ve got the genuine urge in your soul. 
True, singer-guitarists Chris Toppin and 
Hilken Mancini couldn’t get through the 
a cappella part without 
cracking up (then again, 
it’s near-impossible to 
sing “You’re the right 
kind of sinner to release 
my inner fantasies” with a 
straight face). But it was 
the kind of hell-bent per- 
formance, half goof and 
half homage, that had 
that unmistakable “born 
to rock” quality about it. 
For a band who are often filed as a 
sweet little pop combo, Fuzzy can be 
tougher than meets the eye. The evidence 
is there on their new Hurray for 
Everything (Catapult) — a sublimely 
melodic set with a slightly darkened lyric 
slant. And the evidence is there in the 
band’s very existence. In the past three 
years they’ve parted with their label, 
drummer, and manager. And they’ve 
maintained their local-favorite status only 
through constant and consistent live 
shows. The days when they’d get gigs just 
because friends like J Mascis or Evan 
Dando were headlining are long over. 
“People used to think we had every- 
thing handed to us,” Toppin reflects as we 
talk at the Middle East. “Lately we’re 
more accustomed to things going 
wrong,” adds bassist Winston Braman. 
“Look what happened to all the bands we 
came up with — the Posies, Dinosaur Jr, 
the Lemonheads, the Dambuilders. We’re 
the only one that’s still around.” Indeed, 
Fuzzy were ahead of a trend by getting

One of the best things I’ve ever seen Fuzzy do on stage was 
a dumb cover they performed at the Middle East last month. 
This was no ordinary dumb cover: it was Pat Benatar’s 


dropped from Atlantic Records back in 
1997, before the Boston signing binge 
had gotten played out. The then-recent 
Electric Juices, one of the better local 
releases of 96, died of under-promotion, 
with the label throwing 
some token muscle 
behind its Beach Boys 
cover (“Girl Don’t Tell 
Me”), much to the 
band’s chagrin. It’s a 
song Fuzzy hardly play 
live anymore. And within 
a year of each other, 
drummer Dave Ryan 
(who got the band some 
early attention through 
his dual membership in the Lemonheads) 
and manager Brian Dunton both packed 
it in and went back to school. 

But the bandmembers made their 
biggest strides as songwriters just when 
support was falling out. Toppin’s 
“Summer Is Gone” and Mancini’s “True 
Colors” both date back to the post-Juices 
shows — the former was on a demo that 
got unsuccessfully shopped to the majors. 
They’re Fuzzy’s breakthrough songs, and 
they illustrate the complementary nature 
of the two writers. “Summer Is Gone” is 
a ’60s-ish ballad full of melancholy, with 
some gorgeous counterpointing in the 
chorus. “True Colors” is an exhilarating 
pop number, just sassy enough to suit the 
screw-you tone of the lyric. 

“It’s about someone who’s a poser and 
a fake,” Mancini offers. 

Toppin reveals that “Summer” is the 
kind of thing she winds up writing when 
she tries to do a loud song. “I still want to 
write my big rock song, but things like

‘Summer’ just come out. The chorus 


originally said, ‘Summer of love, keep it 
in my heart.’ I thought I could get away 
with that, but these guys [her bandmates] 
kept making hippie jokes. So I caved in to 
peer pressure on that one. 

“It probably helped us that nothing was 
going on. This way we had time to write 
the songs and really rehearse them. We 
didn’t have to learn everything in a week 
so our drummer could go on tour with 
the Lemonheads.” 

One-can also credit the band’s wood- 
shedding for the album’s consistent 
sound, even though it was recorded over 
two years with five producers and three 
drummers (Ryan, ex-Cleo Stacey Jones, 
and current full-timer Nate Darden). The 
title was an in-joke that got thrown 
around during a good weekend of record- 
ing in Vermont. The phrase suited the 
band’s high spirits at the time; only later 
did they they realize they’d borrowed it 
from a Simpsons episode. The new set 
also includes two cover tunes. Neil 
Young’s “The Losing End” is the teaser 
for a country album they’d like to make 
someday (others of this sort, including a 
couple of Emmylou Harris songs, have 
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a ‘hot lick’ kind of level. This is more of 
an attempt to mix the high lonesome 
sound of the mountains with the high 
lonesome sound of the city. The basis of 
the material is all traditional songs — 
folk material put through the wringer 
with jazz harmony and intense elements 
from other ethnic traditions. And I’m try- 
ing to connect these styles on their emo- 
tional import.” 

Some familiar folk and gospel songs, 
including “Wayfaring Stranger” and 
“Working on a Building,” are woven into 
the piece. “I definitely needed something 
from the emotional quality of these great 
singer/songwriter ladies. A classical 
singer just couldn’t get it.” Glaser is also 
working on a recording of Wayfaring 
Strangers for later in the year. 


VELVEL FOLDED? Marking another 
possible casualty in the world of indepen- 
dent labels, Velvel Records — the inde- 
pendent label owned by ex-CBS president 
Walter Yetnokoff — is “reorganizing,” 
according to Net-circulated reports. The 
office has been closed and no phone calls 
or faxes to the company have been 
answered in the past week. Along with a 
roster of veteran bands ranging from the

shown up on stage). Nat Freedberg’s 
local hit “All Hung Up” (dating back to 
his Flies days) is the earliest thing here, 
recorded live at the Fort Apache release 
party for Electric Juices. 

“People were pretty juiced-up that 
night,” recalls Toppin, “but we stayed 
sober because we were recording. I still 
got nervous and sang a wrong verse, so 
we fixed it in the studio because it’s such 
a great song.” “Plus,” jokes Braman, “we 
didn’t want Nat to beat us up.” 

Even at their lowest point, Fuzzy still 
had a few friends pulling for them. Fort 
Apache co-owner Gary Smith, who 
manages Tanya Donelly, Juliana 
Hatfield, and Natalie Merchant, added 
them to his managerial roster. And they 
signed with the up-and-coming local 
label Catapult, which offered moral sup- 
port along with the financial commit- 
ment. “We kept hearing things like ‘This 
guy at 4AD really likes your demo,’ ” 
says Mancini. “We didn’t want to hear 
that. We wanted to hear, ‘They like it 
and they want to give you money to

WAYFARING STRANGERS. When 
most people talk about “fusion music,” 
they’re referring to a well-defined mix of 
jazz and instrumental rock. 
Composer/arranger Matt Glaser has 
something more wide-ranging in mind: in 
his concept piece Wayfaring Strangers, 
Glaser says he’s “trying to fuse the music 
of Bill Monroe with the music of Billie 
Holiday with the music of Greek clarinet 
players and traditional Irish fiddlers.” If 
that doesn’t sound eclectic enough, con- 
sider the singers he’s working with: pop- 
ular folkie Lucy Kaplansky, Story-mem- 
ber-turned-soloist Jennifer Kimball, blue- 
grass legend Ralph Stanley, and local 
rock figure Tracy Bonham. The work will 
be performed tomorrow night (Friday) at 
Berklee at 7:30, with a group including 
jazz pianist Laszlo Gardony and a cham- 
ber orchestra. Kimball will be the featured 
singer, and it’s possible that Bonham will 
make an appearance. 

Glaser has been the chairman of 
Berklee’s string department for the past 
18 years, and this project represents a 
fusing of his own musical split personali- 
ty. “It sprang out of my own background 
as a bluegrass and a jazz musician, and a 
deep personal need to validate what I find 
to be a value in both of these. There have 
been a lot of attempts to mix jazz and 
bluegrass, but they’ve all been on more of 
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Smithereens (who had just completed a 
new album) to ex-Stone Bill Wyman, the 
label was also home to two Boston-asso- 
ciated bands, the Amazing Crowns and 
Talking to Animals. This continues a run 
of bad luck for Talking to Animals, who 
released Manhole on Velvel nearly two 
years after its completion. 


HONEYCHROME. For those wondering 
whatever happened to brothers Chris and 
Tom Gorman, who were formerly the 
male half of Belly, they’ll debut their new 
Honeychrome tomorrow (Friday) at the 
Lizard Lounge. This will be one of the 
few non-NEMO club shows in the city all 
night, and it'll feature a strong bill with 
Baby Ray and Francine. Tom Gorman, 
who plays guitar and_= sings in 
Honeychrome, has also been playing 
some dates as bassist for Kristin Hersh, 
whose forthcoming Sky Hotel is an elec- 
tric-band effort and whose new group, 
with long-time partner David Narcizo on 
drums, are about as close as it gets to a 
Throwing Muses reunion. 

And while we’re on that topic: big con- 
gratulations to Tanya Donelly and hus- 
band/bassist Dean Fisher, whose daugh- 
ter was born two weeks ago today 
(Thursday).

In the 
three years since their last 
release, the strident To the 
Faithful Departed, the members 
of this Irish quartet may have 
buried the hatchet with one 
another, but for the most part 
singer Dolores O'Riordan and 
guitarist Noel Hogan are just as 
angry and shrill. None of the 
tunes on Bury the Hatchet, which 
comes out this Tuesday, is as 
relentlessly catchy or haunting as 
“Dreams,” “Linger,” or “Zombie,” 
though there are a couple of love- 
ly and simple numbers: “Saving 
Grace,” a sweet ode to 
O'Riordan’s newborn baby, and 
“Just My Imagination,” which is as 
wistful as the band’s best work. 
Otherwise, the foursome’s man- 
nerisms have hardened into a bit- 
ter formula: slushy arrangements, 
lyrics that mix accusation with 
recrimination (notably in the sin- 
gle “Promises” and in “Delilah”), 
and O'Riordan’s annoying shell- 
shock tic of endlessly repeating 
syllables and phrases. in 
“Copycat,” she rails against the 
sameness of rock radio, which is 
full of acts who copy one another 
or themselves. Apparently the 
irony is lost on her.

A few 
years back, another pure pop 
hopeful, Brendan Benson struck 
almost exactly the same pose on 
his album cover that Owsley does 
here: suspended in exuberant mid 
leap, electric guitar slung like a 
totem on his shoulder — a pose 
that captured the carefree kicks of 
pop. It's hard to say what 
Benson's up to these days, but 
Owsley’s future may prove 
brighter, given his good fortune 
and even better connections: after 
a stint as Amy Grant's tour gui- 
tarist, he was hired by Uber-pro- 
ducer Mutt Lange to duet with 
Shania Twain on programs like 
the Tonight Show with Jay Leno 
and, uh, Live with Regis & Kathie 
Lee. But don't hold that against 
him. Left to his own devices, 
Owsley prefers to paint lush pop- 
art pictures with an ELO-by-way- 
of-Fountains-of-Wayne _ brush, 
adding a few day-glo dollops of 
XTC (“Oh No the Radio”) for good 
measure. Despite the occasional 
misstep into the pedestrian lane 
("Good Old Days” sounds like 
watered-down Semisonic, and 
lines like “One day you'll be able 
to forget the sadness/Get into the 
gladness” are syrupy enough to 
clog an artery), he makes a 
promising, if not picture-perfect, 
leap.

ON (Risk/Small Hairy Dog 
Records). Here's a vivid and 
touching connection to the deep- 
est roots of country music. June 
Carter Cash is not only the wife of 
Johnny (and author of his break- 
through hit, “Ring of Fire") but the 








daughter of Mother Maybelle 
Carter, a third of country's first 
major recording act, the Carter 
Family. Their sides from the '20s 
and ‘30s (along with Jimmie 
Rodgers’) remain the music's ear- 
liest cornerstones. And June car- 
ries on their tradition of simple, 
string-and-fret-driven mountain 
melodies on her first, long-over- 
due solo album. With Norman 
Blake and Marty Stuart on 
acoustic guitars and stalwarts of 
the Cash touring band aboard, the 
playing's impeccable. 

June’s own autoharp and qua- 
vering voice provide raw and rus- 
tic passion — especially on the 
beautiful dobro-colored “Wings of 
Angels.” But what's most fun is 
getting a glimpse into her plainly 
unusual psyche. She pairs songs 
of longing for lost friends like 
James Dean and Elvis with fan- 
tasies about riding horses through 
Italian restaurants and a caution- 
ary tale about Quentin Tarantino 
(who, she warns her actress 
granddaughter, “makes his 
women wild and mean .. . and 
they lose a lot of blood”). There's 
also a tear-jerker duet with the 
Shy-Dragger-syndrome-afflicted 
Johnny on “The Far Banks of 
Jordan.” Its theme — an old cou- 
ple facing their impending deaths 
— reflects the candor that makes 
this album, and June, so special.

HALL DREAMS (Rounder). 
When they call Rosie Flores 
“Queen of the Honky-Tonks,” they 
mean it in a good way. Because 
Rosie is an all-around gal, a crafty 
songwriter in traditional country, 
folk, and rockabilly ways, a fine 
guitar picker and an earnest, spir- 
ited singer who's been leading 
bands since she was literally a 
child. It's been more than a 
decade since her big-label debut 
(on CD as A Honky Tonk Reprise) 
entered the annals of truly great 
country releases, but Rosie's as 
hot as ever down in Texas, where 
she recorded this set live and 
uncluttered in two days, alongside 
Stellar folks like steel-guitar player 
Cindy Cashdollar. 

The only cover here is a smol- 
dering, twanging take on the 
Wanda Jackson hit “Funnel of 
Love.” Otherwise, Dance Hall 
Dreams ranges from buoyant 
rockabilly grooves to several soft- 
er cuts, only one or two of which 
lack distinction. The depth of 
Flores's roadhouse resourceful- 
ness shows in the clever cowboy- 
swing CD opener, “Little Bit 
More,” a ditty she wrote a decade 
ago but never previously commit- 
ted to tape. And the simple, sway- 
ing “Bring It On” would probably 
be a hit if country radio were only 
a little more adventurous.

This veter- 
an guitarist has a long, impressive 
résumé, including several tours 
with the Heath Brothers. On this, 
his fourth album as a leader on his 
own Jen Bay label, he cuts back 
from his usual guest-star-studded 
quartets and sextets to a bare- 
bones trio. That gives him a 
chance to stretch out on super- 
uptempo flagwavers like Clifford 
Brown's “Brownie Speaks” and 
Cole Porter's “From This Moment 
On,” aping an acknowledged 
hero, Tal Farlow, with driving, per- 
Ccussive, single-note lines. 

Unlike Farlow’s relaxed swing, 
though, Elf's solo style has a jittery, 
restless quality. He does a mini- 
mum of overdubbing to flesh out 
the textures (comping for himself 
on “Brownie Speaks” and Jobim's 
“No More Blues”). But his most 
impressive feats are accomplished 
without studio trickery — the celes- 
ta-like harmonics on “Smoke Gets 
in Your Eyes,” the fancy picking that 
produces simultaneous melody, 
chords, and walking bass on “Lady 
Be Good” and his own lovely origi- 
nal lullaby, “Blues for Jenny.” 
Bassist Jay Leonhart and drummer 
Dennis Mackrel are Elf’s able foils.

Comedian Roberto Benigni’s con- 
troversial Holocaust fable has gar- 
nered audience awards at Cannes, 
Toronto, and Vancouver plus 
endorsements from groups like the 
Anti-Defamation League; it won the 
Best Jewish Experience Award at 
the Jerusalem Film Fest, the Best 
Foreign Film Oscar from the 
Academy, and the Best Actor Oscar 
for Benigni. The first half describes 
the improbable (in view of the anti- 
Semitic laws) courtship of Guido 
(Benigni), a homely Jewish waiter in 
the Tuscan town of Arezzo, and 
Dora (Nicolette Braschi, Benigni's 
wife), an aristocrat schoolteacher;

We first 
see the Devigny character, 
Lieutenant Fontaine (Francois 
Leterrier), being driven to incarcera- 
tion at Fort Montiuc and likely 
death; in a nearly comic moment, 
he opens the car door in a brief 
escape attempt. Once imprisoned, 
he detects a flaw in the joints of the 
door and with painstaking meticu- 
lousness (for all his abstractness, 
Bresson is unequaled in depicting 
the concrete details of how things 
are done) labors for a month to 
breach an opening. On the eve of 
his escape, another prisoner 
(Charles Le Clainche), a young boy 
known to have worked with the 
Germans, is tossed into Fontaine’s 
cell. Should he kill the boy or 
include him in his plan? Although 
theological reflection scarcely inter- 
rupts his observations, the surge of 
the Kyrie from Mozart’s C-minor 
Mass at the end confirms that he 
made the right choice.

MARIA BRAUN (1978). Rainer 
Werner Fassbinder’s ironic comedy 
charts the parallel obsessions of a 
woman and a nation in the postwar 
years of the German Economic 
Miracle. Fassbinder doesn’t tone 
down his elaborate style, but this 
time the astringent wit, the framing 
devices, and the waltzing camera- 
work are harnessed to a superb 
story.

Strikeout 


10 years ago: 
April 21, 1989 

Charles Taylor deemed Field of 
Dreams “insipid” and “addle-brained” 
— and he was no more enthusiastic 
about the novel that inspired it, 
W.P. Kinsella’s profoundly whimsical 
Shoeless Joe. 

“In the book, Kinsella is inordinately 
taken with his own ‘poetic’ streak. He’s 
reverent toward baseball and reverent

toward his own response to the game. 
And he’s so dumbstruck by the beauty 
of the hero’s idyllic farm life, and his 
wife and young daughter, that you. 
wonder how the guy makes it through 
the day. This is the sort of book where, 
when something is described as being 
like a Norman Rockwell painting, 
that’s meant as unironic praise.” 
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Ousting Reagan? 
1 5 years ago: 
April 24, 1984 

After four long years of Reaganism, 
Marco Turbovich was sure the voting 
public wouldn’t sign up for another 
round of warmongering and social-ser- 
vice cuts. Oh, well. 

“With all of these problems crying 
out for a balanced approach to eco- 
nomic management, why would the 
public want an ideological zealot for 
president, one who is bent on neo-im- 
perialist adventures that threaten war 
— especially when he’ll be 78 years old 
if he lives to the end of the second

term? One would need to have an 
exceedingly low opinion of the Ameri- 
can voting public to believe that it 
would summarily re-elect a man who’s 
as bellicose as a Teddy Roosevelt but 
hasn’t a trace of the old bully boy’s so- 
cial conscience.” 


Racist racers? 


20 years ago: 
April 24, 1979 

George Kimball and Michael Gee 
attended the Boston Marathon and 
noted that things didn’t run so 
smoothly. A controversy arose when 
five South African athletes were 
kicked out of the race because of their 
nationality. 

“No one is arguing that a team of 
runners officially representing the 
country of South Africa should not be 
barred. The runners in question, 
however, had entered individually; all 
attend college in this country. None 
had planned to run wearing an 
‘Apartheid Forever’ T-shirt or any- 
thing — and for that matter, the reg- 
ulation that forced their expulsion 
would have thrown out any black 
South Africans who'd tried to race in 
Boston.” 
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Reminders of war 
2 5 years ago: 
April 23, 1974 

Sharon Basco wrote about Vietnam 
veterans struggling to rejoin the 
mainstream despite their devastating 
injuries. 

“About 4500 legs were lost because 
of battle wounds, or in action in Viet- 
nam. After the pain and readjustment 
there follow years and years — it nev- 
er ends — of refitting the prosthesis, 
oiling the hinges, fixing the harnesses 
and straps. The vet amputees become 
hardened to having strangers watch 
while they get the new limb tested out, 
while the stump is examined. . . . They 
haven’t the privacy of their agony, for 
there at the clinic will often be a re- 
porter, a photographer, a team from a 
local TV station, and perhaps other 
onlookers.” 


So it goes 
30 years ago: 
April 23, 1969 

Eleanor Weber went to see Kurt 
Vonnegut sign copies of his new 
book, Slaughterhouse Five, in Har- 
vard Square. She thought the tale of 
war and death had taken a toll on the 
author. 

“The pain of the book’s creation — 
in gestation for 23 years — could still 
be seen in the flutter of his hands as he

described its writing to the cluster of 
student fans. This was a book he didn’t 
want to have to write, but which fought 
him for breath, until it ‘allowed itself to 
be finished.’ ”
